The firft Indenture that Mr. l<ownd$ gives . i», which 
mentions the coining of Teftoons or Shillings, bears date the 
34th of Henry VIII. :From that time tfie^were never omitted, 
unlefs in the firft year of Queen Mary. I have one of Jlenry 
VIII's coined before that time. To the foremebtioned coins 
Edward VI. added crowns, half-crowns, half-fhillings, and 
threepences, but coined no groats nor half-groats. The fiiflipp 
of, NpJWteh tells me, ; he has feen a crown-piece of. Heqry 
VIII. an£ that 'tis now in the pofTe0Qn of an acquaintance 
of his. . I know not whai to fay to it ; I nevei; heard of . on? 
before. .."...,- • 

Queen Mary coined /hillings, Sixpences, and groats, but 
no other pieces that I can find; all her {hillings, and fixpen- 
ce* were coined after her inarriage with King Phiflipu I have, 
a coin ofjier's jhat was minted before her marriage, and the 
infcrij?tion on the reyerfe VERITAS TEMPORIS FltXIA , 
but it is an Irifh coin, as appears by the harp, and Safe money* 

Queen Elisabeth coined all fortt of moneys hitherto men- 
tipned, and alfo three halfpenny pieces, (as is mentioned in 
the indenture, and of which I have pne) which ,wei£ never 
coined before ; thefe pieces were never coined afterwards, as 
neither were the filver farthings. I have a fmall copper 
piece of this Queen, which I take to be half a farthing. 

B 2 King 
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King James I. coined crowns* half-crowns, (hillings, fix- 
penccs, twopence*, pence, and halfpence, but no groats or 
threepences that ever I faw or heard of. I take no notice of 
his* Scotch money* current here ever fince his reign; nor of 
King Henry VIII. Queen Elizabeth, and this King's Irifli 
money, reserving them to another place. 

S E C T\ II. 

{ Of the Finenefs of our Englijh Coins. 

THE money of England was probably as fine filver, if* not 
., finer, before the ftandard which wecall the fterling wis 
fetftfe'd here, as it has been fince ; that ftandard being brought 
in, as' tqme think, not for the making our money fitter, but 
making Tt harder, by the addition of a greater alloy than was 
ufed before. When this ftandard was $rft. fettled Jhere, is not 
agreed ; but this is pretty evident, that from King Edward I. 
till the 34th of Henry* VIII. all the mintcrs of England 
were obliged to make their filver* money according to this 
ftandard, viz. after the rate of iibz.2<3wt. in the pound 
fine filver, and 18 dwt. alloy. — Seethe feyeral Indentures in 
Lbwnds." 

In the 34th Henry VIII. the ftandard was changed to 10 
oz, fine, and 2 oz. alloy : this was the firft debating of our 
coin. In the 36th of this King* the money was ordered to 
be made juft half brafs and half filver 5 in the next year, it 
was of 4 oz. fine, and 8 oz, aHoy. This debating of the 

coin 
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coin continued in pra&keaJl the firft five years of Edward 
VL In the: 5th year of hi* reign ,he ; coined fibre* of 3 o«. 
fine, and 9 ofcY alloy ; which, was the krireft pitch that ever 
our moneys defcended to. Upon barrclls of ^fuch bafc 
money being imported hither from* abroad* and found out, 
-the people were fo alarmed,} that duty were ready to mutiny : 
upon this, the next year 1 the ftandafd was raifed almoft to 
the old finenefs, viz. to 11 oz. 1 dwt. fine, and i9dwt. 
alloy : and of this Aandard are all our prefent Edwards 9 {hil- 
lings, &c. , the bafe ones beiqg called in, partly then, and 
partly by Queen Elizabeth. 

All the baft money, that I have feeniaf Henry VIII. re- 
prefents the King with a full face 5 ami all his fine mohey 
with a half face; aad-on die; contrary, all King E4v*ard'fc 
bafe money is with a half fcce; and all ;his fine j money (I 
fpeak of (hillings and fixpences) with a full face. ;.*. , ; -

From the 34th Henry VIII. when the bafe riioney came 
in, to^the 3d of Edward VI. the peftrty was to weigh 10 gr. 
and the groat, 1 dwt. 16 gr. ; the Teftoon, or {hilling, 5 dwts. 
From the 3d Edward VI* to the 4th, (when every ounce, of 
filter, though mingled three parts with biafs, was raifed to 
£x {hillings) the Shillings that were then coined were to ,

From the 6th Edward VI. to the 43d Queen Elizabeth, 
the penny was to weigh 8gr. the groat, 1 dwt. 8 gr. the 
{hilling, 4 dwts. the ctawn, an oz. From thence to this day, 
our penny ought to weigh 7gr. and almoft three quarters 
(Viz. wanting the 124th part of a grain) ; our groat, j dwt. 7gr. 
our fhilling, 3 dwts. 21 gr. and our crown, 19 dwts. 18 1 gr. 
or an ounce wanting twopence. 

SECT, 
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SECT. IV. 

Of the Imprejes or Stamps upon our Coins. 

ALL our EngRfh coins have the King's head upon one 
fide of them ; except, ift, a coin of King Edward IV. 
('tis by Seldcn and Speed ascribed to him, though his name 
is not upon it) in which, on one fide, are the arms of France 
and England quarterly ; on the other, three crowns* one upon 
Another. And except, 2dly, the coin I before mentioned of 
Queen Elizabeth,, where, on the one fide, are the arms of 
France and England ; and on tfte other,, a portcullis crowned. 
Note, that in all the larger coins, from Edward III. to 
Henry VII. the King's head is placed in a rofe drawn 
tound the coin, within the inner circle ; 'tis much of the 
feme figure with that on the reverie of our golden coins : 
from whence they had the name of rofe-nobles, and rofe- 
rials. Henry VII. left this off; thought in the golden coins 
it was ftill continued,. Note alfo, that in the ancient coins 
minted in Ireland (which, from King John's time to Edward 
IV. Were of the fame weight* finenefs, and currency, as 
thofe of England) the King's head is placed in a triangle. 

The King's, head on our coin is always crowned, though 
the crowns on the ancient coins are much different, both 
from one Another, and from that Imperial Crown of Eng- 
land (as it is' (tiled) which is upon the modern ones. The 
two Williams have on their coins the pearled diadem, having 

C labels 
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labels at. each car, and fomething like an arch that goes crofe 
the4iead: this is Selden's .defcription of it*; and it agrees 
-well with the coins, which are to be feen in Speed. In that 
which I have of Henry I. he is crowned with an open 
crown of three fleurs <le lis, without any rays between the 
flowers ; as alfq, without labels or pearls hanging at each ear, 
as Selden defcribes this King s crown, and as Speed has given 
jthe pidureof it. King Stephen's crown is much the fame^ 
only the flowers are raifed higher. 

Thofe that I have of Henry II. have for the crown a row 
of points* ufually five in number, with a crofs raifed upon 
the middlemoft of them, and fomething like labels at 
the ears. Henry Ill's crown in thofe pieces that I have, is 
fomething different, having a pretty thick line inftead of the 
five points ; on each end of which is a point raifed, and a 
crofs upon the middle of it ; and under it three points. The 
crown of King John is not fo plainly difcernible, it being 
hid in the angle of the triangle, in which his head is put, 
in all the coins I have feen of his (they being all ftamped 
in Ireland) : but I judge it to be much like that of his fon 
Henry III. The crowns from Edward I. to Henry V. are 
all alike, viz. open flowery crowns, confiding of three fleurs 
de lis, with two rays or leffer flowers between them, but not 
raifed fo high. 

The firft coins that liave the arched crown, with the globe 
and crofs upon it, feem to be thofe of Henry VI. Whether 

his

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His two next fucceflbrs had this fort of crown in their coins, 
I much doubt : if thofe be theirs, which I take to be, they- 
ufed the old open crown. And of that' kind like wife are. the 
three crowns (as Selden takes notice) in that piece of Edward* 
IV. I before mentioned. The crown is alfo the fame, viz, 
open, and without arch,, in King Edward IV's gold rofe- 
noble, of which I have a very fair one. From King Henry 
VII. downward, the. arched crown* with the globe and. 
crofs, hath been always ufed. - 

Moft of the Kings to Edward; Fs time, have fcepters in 
their coins; from that time we meet with none till Queen 
Elizabeth's crown-pieces and half-crowns, I had forgot the 
fcepters in the pence and halfpence of Henry VIII. The. 
fcepter is wanting in that piece which Speed gives us of; 
William Rufus. I have alfo a coin which I take to be Wil- 
liam the Conqueror's, which wants the fcepter. Thofe of 
King Henry I.. Stephen, Henry II.. John, Henry III. all 
have it. William the Conqueror has fometimes one, fome- 
times two* I have one of Henry HI. that wants it, but all 
the reft have it. 

From William the Conqueror to. Henry, VII.. you. may. 
rarely meet with a coin, wherein the King is not drawn with 
an open or full face. I have a coin of one of the.Williams 
with half a face, but I never faw any, other. Speed puts 
King Stephen with a half face ; but-, that which I have of 
him is not fo, both the eyes being to be feen, though the. 
face is fomething^ fideways. From Henry VII. downward, , 

Cz. you 
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you ihall as rarely meet with any coins but what are lialf- 
faccd. I know none that are not fo ; but the bafe money of 
Henry VIII. and the fine (hillings, fixpences, and three- 
pence^, of Edward VI. which, as I took notice before, 
Tiave full faces. 

The imprefles on the reverie of our coins till about Htnry 
VII f s time, (when the French and Englifh arms were 
brought into our filver moneys) was a crofs, one or more, or 
fome knot or flower, wherein the figure of a crofs was ex- 
hibited, or at leaft alluded to. I know but one exception to 
this ; and that is the Irifh coin of King John, where, inftead 
of a crofs, you have an half-moon and ftar : perhaps his 
Englifh coins were different. For the firft five or fix 
. reigns after the Conqueft,^thefc croffes were in great variety ; 
and that not only in the coins of different kings, but in 
thofe of the fame kings. 

1 have obferved five differences in the coins of the two 
Williams, and three in thofe of Henry 1. if we« take in that 
which Speed puts down for bis. * I have five of Henry II. 
all alike, but quite different from that which Speed puts 
down under his name ; mine have a double crofs, (or a crofs 
made with double lines) in each of whofe quarters are four 
globules or bullets, put in the form of a little crofs. Juft 
after the fame fafhion is the imprefs on Henry II Ps coin ; 
but with thefe two differences, viz. iff, whereas the crofs 
in Henry Il's money, and in all the coins before him, was 
made to terminate in the inner circle of the piece, and did 

not 
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ticft reach to the extremity j in Henry Ill's money, it vtes 
carried on to the vety edge of the piece, fo as to irtterfedt the 
letters of the infcription : adly, whereas in Meniy H's mo- 
ney there were four globules or bullets put, as I faid, in the 
farm of a crofs * in Henry Ill's -coin there were only three, 
-and thofe put in the form of a triangle. 

From hence forward Acre was a variation in the reverfe of 
our coins ; for all the fucceeding reigns followed the impfefs 
of Henry IIL both as to the large crofs and three bullets ; 
only with this difference, that whereas Henry IH y s crofs was 
made with double lines like his father's, thofe of the follow- 
ing reigns are all drawn with fingle lines, pretty broad. Thus 
continued the imprefs on the reverie of our coins, till 
JHtenry VII. threw the three gl6bules out af the crofs to make 
room for the anxis of France and England, which, from 
hence forward, took their place. I dare not fi|y, he wA the 
iirft that put thefe arms on his filver coins (in the g Jtyen 
<?oins they had heen ufed ever fince Edward IIL) ; but I be* 
licve he was the firft that ufed them conftantly. The half- 
.groat with the three crowns, afcribed to Edward IV. has 
them 5 but his common coins, I take it, were of the old 
fafhion, with the crofs and bullets. 

Whether any of King Henry VTs filver Engtffh coin* had 
the arms of France and England quarterly upon them, I can>- 
not tell : I never faw any that had, unlefs thofe pennies be 
his with the King in his robes fitting in a chair, with a 
icqpter in his right hand; and in fome of them, if I miftake 

not, 
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not^ a globe and crofs in his left, inferibed HENRICU&r: 
Thefe have the arms on the reverfe ;. but whether they be- 
long to Henry VL or VIIL (as feme think) I know not.. 
jtf/ferwards is, added, in the Atehbifloop 's own band; 

I am now convinced they are Henry VIII's money, fome-* 
of them, coined at York, having Wolfey's T. W. and Car- 
dinal's HaU 

The common groats and. half-groats of Henry VI;. have* 
the old impreft of the crofs and. globules.* I have a French* 
coin of this King of the weight of his groat, where the. 
arms* of th? two ldngdoms are quartered,, but in a way dif- 
ferent from that ufed in our Englifii coins . On the one fide . 
arc two fhields (like thofe on the. Parliament's coins which 
we ufed to call the Breeches); in the firft of which are the: 
three fleurs de lis, in • the other the. arms of France and Eng- 
land^uarterly^as on our Goinsj above the fhield is the word'. 
HEJJRICUS ; in the circle are thefe, FRANCORUM ET 
ANGLIC REX : on the other fide is a crofs between a fleur. 
de lis and a lion ; under it, HENRICUS ; in .the circle, SIT.

But after all, I am 

inclinable to think, It was coined there by Henry VIII. after 

Jie had taken Tournay (which he held nine ^years, and of 

which he made Cardinal Wolfqy Bifhop). That which 

makes me think fo* is the half face it bears, which 

appears on none of our coins that ever I heard of jj! mean 

the later ones), till thofe of Henry VII. Stow faith, that in 

the year 1 504, Henry VII. appointed a new coin, viz. a 

groat and half-groat, which have but half faces. 

From Henry VIl's time, the arms of France and England 
have been always put in the larger coins to this day, except 
in Henry VIIFs bafe {hilling, which had a rofe crowned on 
the reverfe ; but in his bafe groats and twqpences the arms 
were as ufual. In the groats anc( half-groats which Car- 
dinal Wolfey coined at York (both which I have), there Is a 
Cardinal's hat under the Kings arms $ which afterwards was 
vmade one of the articles, againft him.— Coies JitrsfJt&m

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SECT. V. 

Of the Injbriptionu 

THE infeription on one fide of the coirr contains the 
name and ftHe of the King or Queen, For the firft 
eight reigns after the Conqueft, the ftile of the King was: 
very fhort, being no more than REX, and fometime* REX 
AN. or ANGL. Stow telte us, that the infeription on the 
pehny of Willian* the Conqueror was, LE RE Y WILLIAM ; 
but ia all that I have feen of his, the name is either WILLEM, 
or WILELMUS ; and the title is either fimply REX, or 
with- the addition of AN. or ANGLO : The infeription on 
the other fide of tht coin, during thefe eight teigfts, was 
nothing elfe, as I take it,, but the name of the aliht-mafter, 
together, ! moft commonly, with the name of the place where 
'the piece was coined f and this in Saxon or Old Engliflu 
Thus K&g Wiffi^V^ H/NDU and 

Henry tTs HUfi X)N CANT; Hfenry Ill's ADO Otf 
DIVE, &c. are the fame as Edwine in London,; Hugh in. 
Canterbury, and Adam in pivelin* or Dublin- 

Edward I. to the ftile of REX ANGL. added DOMINUS^ 
HYBEIjlNI-ffi, which is never wanting in his coins, nor in* 
thofe of his fon ; and it is alio in all the groats I have feen. 
of Edward III. ; but afterwards it was left out of the coins,* 
and Ireland no more mentioned (except in that piece of 
Edward IV. with the three crowns) till Henry VIII. put it 

into 
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into his ftile, as one of his kingdoms. On the reverfe he left 
6ut the mint-mafter ! s name, and only put in Latin die name 
of the place where the piece was minted; as Civitas London/ 
Civitas Eboraci, &c. and this continued to King Henry VIFs 
time. Edward III. to his ftile in the coins, added DEI 
GRATIA, which was ever after Continued by his fucceflprs, 
— Note, That in the feals it had been ufed from William IF. 
and if Speed may be believed, it was upon the coin which 
Edward I. coined.*— Note, 2dly, That Edward III. put this 
6nly upon his groats j in the half-groats of his which I have 
feen, it appears not ; but all the following Kings put it upon 
their half-groats, and fomeof them upon their fmaller coins. — 
Note, laftly, That in all the coins it is abbreviated moft 
commonly thus, DI GRA. but fometimes DEI GRA. till 
Henry VIII. brought in only the two firfl letters ; and (o it 
has fince continued. ... 

The fame Edward III. both in his groats and half*groats # 
to the ftile of REX ANGL. added ET FRANC .which 
has alfo ever fince continued ; but all Edward Ill's groats 
have not FRANC, upon them $ for in thofe of the firft 
coinage the ftile runs thus, EDWARD. DI. GRA. REX. 
ANGL. DNS. HYfc. Z. AQUIT. Aquit. is here put 
for Aquitanise ; and this, I take it, was likewife the ftile upon 
the firft fofe- nobles ; in that which I have, France is left 
out. 

- May I here take notice of two miftakes about the rofe- 
ttoble in Mr. Evelyn's late book ? Firft, For Edward Ill's 
-— ; D xofe- 
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rofc-nobie, be gives us Edward IV's. This I gather from 
the number of fleurs de lis quartered with the Englifh lions, 
which, in die coin Mr. Evelyn gives us, are precifely three ; 
^nd fo they are in Edward IV's rote-noble * but in Edward 
JII's they are more, a* is plainly to be feen in my pieces * 
indeed the fleurs delis were never ftampt three till Henry V's 
tijpe. Ag?")> Mr. Evelyn's piece has the fun in the centre 
9f \h$ reverfe; and fo has mine of Edward IV. But Cam- 
den, in his Remains, defcribes Edward Ill's rofe-noble to 
have ^ crqfs flpwry in the reverfe ; and fo mine of Edward III^ 

. His other miftake is about the time of (hiking this coin, i 
which he conjectures to be about 1360, viz. the 25th of 
King Edward III. ; but now it is plain, by the indenture in 
Jtdr* Lownds, that Edward Ill's firft rofe-noble was ftruck 
in the 18th year of his reign, in the fame year that he coined 
florences (which,, as Camden obferves, was the firft gold 
coined in England). But thofe rofe-nobles which we have 
now, and which Camden defcribes, and Bifhop Tunilall 
commends, were coined in the 27th of his reign, viz. the 
&me year that he coined groats. 

At the fame time Edward III. coined groats, he added a 
new inscription or legend to the reverfe* viz. POSUI DEUM 
ADJUTOREM MEUM; which, from that. time* was ne- 
ver laid afide in the larger coins, till the reign of King 
Jam^s I. Edward VI. indeed* put another legend on his 
tafe (hillings 5 as alfo Queen Mary upon her groats : but in aU

the reverfe of his- bafc (hillings was r TIMOR DOMINI 
,FONS VITiE. But there are two forts of thefe fhillings, 
? thte one a great deal heavier than the other ; the light ones 
.ane thofe >that were coined in the 3d and 4th years of his 
r*ign> whdn ~2 fhillings were cut out of a pound weiuht. 
I have onexrf each fort. In the 5th year of his reign, when 
his money was* both the worft and the lighteft that ever was 
'feen in England, there was this legend put upon the reverfe of 
fas fhillings; INIMIOOS EJUS INDU AM CONFUSIONE. 
I have likftwife one of thefe, which is three parts filver, and 
nine parts brafs. In the 6th year of his reign he reftored 
the old ftandard very near, with the old infcription, Pofui 
Deum, &c. 

SECT VI. 

How to dijtinguifh the Coins of the feveral Kings of the fame 

Name.

lrf~\¥ the Two WilKams.— I muft confefs I have no 
mark by which to diftinguiih their coins. The one, 
indeed, lived twenty years longer than, the other; but it is 
Hot eafy to -perceive any fuch difference of age in any of the 
loins I have feen. If Speed diftinguiflied them right, then 

we 
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we may certainly tell to which of them we are to adjudge 
fuch coins as he has given us the print of; for his Wil- 
liam the Conqueror " has two fcepters in his hand, and 
William II. has none but tf ftar on each fide a little below the 
face : Both thefe coins are pretty common. But what fhall 
we fay to* the coins that are inferibed Willem Rex, and differ 
from both thefe; and thatas«well on the face fide, as on the 
reverfe ; of which fort my poor collection affords three. One 
of them is without any fcepter, and the heiad is placed under 
a kind of portal, or tryumphal arch : This indeed I fliould take 
to be the Conqueror's. The other has one fcepter, viz. that 
of the crofs, but not in his right hand, as Speed's ; but in 
his left. The laft has a' fide-face, with a fcepter before it : 
it is the neateft of them all, and the face feems to be younger 
than any of the reft. Stow faith, William the Conqueror's 
penny was with a fcepter in his hand, and a beardlefs face * 
for, faith hd, the Normans wore no beards, and for that he 
quotes Malmfbury. 

II. Of the Eight Henries. — The pertriies of the three firft 
Henries may eafily be diftinguifhed, by what I have faid 
about them in the two - foregoing fe&ions ; to which -add, 
that Henry III. in all the coins I have feen of his, put his 
number to' his name. Thofe of Henry VII. and Henry 
VIII. likewife have their numbers joined with their names, 
befides fome other marks of diftindtion, which I have before 
given an account of ; fo that the only difficulty is to dif- 
tinguifh between the coins of Henry IV, V, and VI, the 

(tilo 
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ftile of all thefe Kings being the fame, and their faces upoA 
their coins hardly to be known from one another i the reverfe 
likewife, and the legend, being the fanie in them aUr Th$ 
marks of diilindtion between the^e three Kings', coins that 
are commonly given, and which* 'till I (hall be better in- 
formed, I incline to believe aretrueorte*, are thefe : 

Thofe of King Henry VI. may be known by the arched 
crown, with the globe and crofs, that is upon the head * 
whereas the other two Kings coins have an open crown, like 
that of Edward III. Befides the authority of Seldenfor this, 
I have thefe reafoas to afcribe this fort ef coins tp be that 
King's : tft» The weight tif thefav will by no mean$ agree with 
the coins of either of the Henries before hifiv * they being 
lighter, as I have found by feveral trials ; but they oome up 
Well enough to Henify VI» and Hettry VIFs- ftaftdard ; and 
^indeed afe much of the weight of Henry VIFs groats * i 
fcdlyy Thefe pieces (all that I havp feen, and I myfelf have 
feven) were ftamped in England > generally in London j which 
jfti4ke8 it probable they did not bfelonjg to Henry V. , during 
Whofe reign the mint was fixed at Calais : Laftly, If thefe 
pieces, do not belong to Hemy VI. then we hwe none of 
hii coins \ at leaft, \ never faw any ttat thtft, that could 
wittt any probability btafcribed to him * and :ir* fo long a 
reign as his, it ia hard to imagine, that we fbould apt. have 

hi* 

* Which thej are now iridifpdttbly proved to be»— The ftudy of Engltfh 
coin* was in its infancy, and 6ur worthy Metropolitan had the merit of beiftg 
the firft who reduced it to a fyftem. 
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his money in as great plenty as of any of the Kings of that 
time. 

As for the coins of Henry IV, ancLY. the diftin&ion be* 
tween them is fomething nicer > but yet I find it to be a 
real one. Moft of the money of thefe two reigns were 
minted at Calais. Now it is obvious to obferve, that in feve- 
ral of the groats and half greets that were coined thefe, there 
are two little circles, pretty deeply impreffed, put upoto the 
coin, a little below the face on each fidt : I cannot referable 
them better than to two Eylet-holes, as We call them in lin- 
nen. Thefe I have often taken notice of, tho' I did not under* 
ftand the meaning of them* Others of the coins, both 
groats and half groats, do want thefe inlpreftions or Eylet* 
fcoles. Now thofe that have them, ve afcrihed to Henry V. 
thofe that have them not, are thought to belong to Henry 
IV. It is alfo to be obferved, that in th'ofe coins, where the 
Eylet-holes are put upon the face-fide, there are alfb two an- 
swering them, put upon the reverie; viz. in the middle of 
two of the triangle* of Globules, in the quarters of the crofs 
which are oppofite to one another. What I faj will be better uh* 
derftood by consulting the coin that Speed gives us for Henry 
V's groat ; which cxa&ly agrees with thofe groats of mine, 
which I take to be his. The other groats and twopence* 
which I judge to be Henry IV's want thefe Eylet-holes in 
the revcrfe, as well as in the face-fide. I might, if it was 
worth the while, take notice of another diftinftion between 
thefe two forts of coins j viz, the difference there is in the 

marks 
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marks or notes which are put at the end of each word, for 
the diftin&ion of one word from another ; which to any one* 
who will caft his -eye upon them, is obvious enough. As for 
Speed's threepence* as he calls it, which he gives us for a 
coin of Henry IV* I know not what to make of it : There 
were no threepences at that time; and all. groats and two- 
pences I have feen of Henry IV.. or V. have DI GRA. in 
the ftile, and have two circles and inferiptions on the reverfe ; 
whereas this wants both. ' 

III. Of the Six Edwards.— It is eafy to know the coins of 
the two Firft Edwards, by the account I have already given of 
them, that they were all pennies, or lefs money ; and larger 
than any that followed after : They wanted DI. GRA. Z. 
FRANC, in the ftile; but DNS. HYB. is always there, 
even upon the halfpenny, which none of the fmaller coins 
iiad, nor even the grdater ones, after Edward III. REX alfo 
in thefe coins is always abbreviated by R. But it is not eafy to 
diftinguiih the Firft Edward's coins from the Second; for the 
weight*, ftile, face, and reverfe, are the fame ; only there is 
one difference obfervable in the coins, and that is in the 
putting of the name; for in Tome of the coins it is con- 
tracted EDW. and in fome at length EDWARD (but 
where you meet with EDWARDUS in a penny, as I take 
if, ti belongs to Edward III. or IV.) ; in . fonie pennies it 
likewife is put EDW A. and in others EDW AR. All I dare 
affirm with confidence is, that all the coins where only the 
three firft letters of thft name are put, viz. EDW. belong to 

the 
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the Firft Edward, which is quite contrary to Speed's account, 
for he gives them to Edward II. My reafons for this are 
thefe two : ift, Thofe coins are in much greater plenty than 
the other, I dare fay, I have met with five of thefe for one 
of the other : Now, every body knows that Edward I. 
coined abundantly more money than his fon j therefore, in 
reafon, thofe muft be his of which there are moft remaining. 
2dly, Edward I. is famous for fetting up four mints at Ire- 
land, and coining a great deal of money there (fee Sir John 
Davies his Cafe of the mixt money). Now in all the Iriih 
coins, and I have feen a great many, the name is always put 
EDW. and never otherwife. Now, if thefe be Edward Fs 
coins, as in reafon we muft think they are, it is a good ar- 
gument, that the coins t)f England, where the name is fb 
•written, do belong to him likewife. 

Of Edward Ill's money I have faid a great deal already, 
and (hall have occafion to fay more by and by. Edward V. 
coined no money. Edward VI. in all his coins, has added 
•the number to his name, fo that every body knows them. 

The great difficulty Is about the coins of Edward IV. There 
was, no doubt, a great deal of money coined by him ; for Mr. 
Lownds gives us no fewer than fix indentures of the mint in 
his reign, and yet a piece of Edward IV's money is com- 
'monly accounted a great rarity ; whereas that of Edward III. 
who was long before him, is plentiful enough, I have often 
Pondered how this fhould come to pafs, and was apt to fancy 
there was fome miftake in the bufinefs ; and I think I have 

E now 
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now found it; and what it was which led people into it 
(I am fure it was That led me). I took it for granted, and fo I 
fuppofe others have done, that Speed had given us a right ao 
count of thofe two Kings' monies $ and therefore, following 
him, I afcribed all that money I met with, which agreed with 
Iris print of Edward Ill's coin to that King, and none to 
Edward IV. -, but that which Speed fete down for his, viz* 
the piece with the arms of France and England, and three 
crowns on the reverfe, which indeed is very rare -, but now,, 
upon a more careful examination of the feveral coins in my 
poffeflion, all of which I took to belong to Edward IIL 
r plainly find that Speed was in a miftake; and.inftead.of givr- 
ing us Edward IIFs groat, as he pretended,, he has really 
given us Edward IV's, and that very exactly. 

I have a matter of fifteen Edward's groats, and fome half- 
groats ; and I plainly find they are of two forts, and of two 
different Kings, varying one from another both in weight and 
ftile, and in the fhape of the letters, in. the infcriptiona.. 
The groats of one fort are larger and thicker than the other,, 
and in weight (where they are not dipt) come qp near to 
three pennyweights ; one of them wants but a grain of it: 
•thefe, now, undoubtedly are Edward Ill's, whofe groat, by 
the indenture, ought to be of the weight of 3dwts. 4 gr. 
Of this fort I have five. Thofe of the other: fort, though, 
fome of them are very fairi dp all fall fhort of 2 dwts 5 the 
heavieft of them wants one grain of it. Now thefe cer- 
tainly belong to Edward IV. in. whofe reign the. value of

filver was come to that pitch, that his groat, by the mint- 
mafter's indenture, was to weigh no more than 2 dwts. 3 gr. 
Of this fort I have ten. 

As for the ftile, I obferve thofe of the bigger fort, which 
I call Edward Ill's, have all of them DNS: HYB: added to 
the King's other titles ; and two of thenr, where France 
is not in the ftije, have AQT. viz. Aquitaniae, added to 
DNS: HYB: whereas in the lefler fort both are left out ; as I 
obferved before, it was in all the coins of Edward IV. Laftly, 
There is a confiderable difference between them, as to the 
figure of the letters in the infeription, thofe of the bigger 
fort having the letters more like thofe that are to be feen in 
the coins of Edward I. and II. whereas thofe in the other 
fort are exa&ly like thofe we meet with in the coins of 
Henry VI. and VII. Particularly, I take notice of the letter 
N in Angl. Franc, and London, how differently it is figured 
in thefe two coins. In the larger fort it is drawn as in the 
old coins before Edward Ill's days, with two ftreight thick 
lines, and a fmall one interfering them obliquely towards 
the middle, in this fafhion ]/f , not much unlike a Roman H ; 
but in the lefler fort it has exadlly the figure that Speed gives 
it, and was fo ufed in all the coins of Hen. IV. V. VI. and VII. . 
viz. after this fafhion ft. I think thefe are proofs enough, 
that the one fort of groats do belong to Edward III. and the 
other to Edward IV. For a further confirmation of this, I 
have a groat of the lefler fort, of the fame face and reverfe 
with the reft, ftampt at Waterford, in Ireland; which, 

E 2 though 
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though it be a very fair one, yet it wants 1 8 gr. of the weight 
that even Edward IV's groats ought to be of. 

It is impoffible how this fliould belong to Edward IIL 
both becaufe it falls fhort almoft two thirds of the weight of 
his money; and alfo becaufe, in his reign (if Sir John 
Davies fays true), there was no mint at Waterford, it being 
Edward IV. (as he tells us) who firft fet up a mint there, a& 
alfo another at Trim, another at Gallway, &c. and did, by 
Parliament, in the fifth year of his reign, raife the value of 
the Irifh money one fourth part ; fo that> whereas before it 
was equal in weight and value to the Englifh* now three- 
pence Englifh was to be fourpence Irifh. This gives us a. 
• ' reafon for the lightnefs of the groat I fpeak of, 

IV. Of the Three Richards.: — Richard I's money I never- 
few ; but to be fure it mult be like the pennies of that time,, 
of which I have already given an account. 

Speed gives us no print of Richard II's filvcr money, but 
only a gold coin ; and none at all of Richard Ill's ; and yet it 
is certain he coined both gold and filver ; for there is the mint- 
I matter's indenture, bearing date the firft of his reign, given 

us by Mr. Lownds. I have twQ groats of one of the Richards j. 
the ftile is, RICARD: DI: GRA: REX; ANGL: Z: 
FRANC :, the face reverfe, and legend the fame as in thofe 
of Henry IV. V. VI. &cu and I did therefore afcribe them 
to Richard IL. but for no other reafon, fave that L could not 
meet with any one that could fay, he either had f or had teen,, 
any of Richard Ill's coin ; But. now I incline to believe they 

are: 
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Richard Ill's groats ; both becaufc the letters of the in- 
fcription are exactly of the fame kind with thofe of Henry 1 
VI. and Edward IV. and principally, becaufe the weight of 
them is above ope third part fhort of the ftandard of Richard 
IFs time ; but comes up well enough to the ftandard of 
Richard IIL The weight of the former, by the indenture,, 
ought to be 3dwts. 4 gr. 5 the latter, 2 dwts. 3 gr. : the hca- 
▼ieft of thefe is, 1 dwt. 2 1 gr. 

If this conjedture of mine prove true, then Richard Ill's, 
money is not fo fcant as has been commonly believed.

.never had any. Of his latter Englifh coynes I chofe fome fix, 
for which, as a teftimony of my thankefulnefle, I prefented 
him with fome forty-eight pieces ; with which he refted fo 
abundantly fatisfied, as I confidently beleive he can chufe

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ten out of thefe he received from me, that he woulde not 
exchange for all thefe he beftowed one me. I befeech 
you haften the fending of what you intend, for a great 
part of my worke is ready tranfcribed for the prefle; 
and fhotild your coynes aford me but a moderate fup- 
ply (of. which I make little doubt), I fhould be much 
troubled with interlineing and adding. I doe much 
reciprocate with you in thofe feeling and prudent exprefiions 
with which your letter is abundantly replenifhed ; and for 
matter of Church Governement I dare boldly fay, that you 
and I fhould not differ about it ; for we both defire that the 
fame order and difcipline might be fettled, which was prac- 
tifed in thofe blefled primitive, times, next after the holy 
Apoftles leaft this vaile of mifery for a Crowne of Glory-. 
The learned and pious Primate of Armagh hath ready 
penned a plate for me of it. We both tender our. real re- 
fpedts to your felfe and all your's.

Edmund Gonvill, re&or of Terrington in Norfolk, ob- 
tained his patents under the great feal of England, dated at 
Weftminfter, Jan. 28, 22 JB. Ill; by which he had leave 
to convert his tbrpe mefluagesj- yvith the orchards and ap- 
purtenances, then worth 20 s. per ami. fituate in Leyborn, 
or Lurghburnc lane, in the parifhes of St. Benedict and 
St. Buttolph, in Cambridge* (the place- where now 
Bennet-colUge orchard is), into a perpetual college of 
twenty fcholars, ftudents in logic, and other fcienccs; 
and that he mght give it what name he would. 

x 34 8 - In this year, by his deed bearing date on Thurfday in 
Whitfun week, at Terrington, he granted to John Cokon, 
of Terrington, the firftcuftos of his hall in the honour of 
the Annunciation of the Blefled Virgin Mary ; aijd tofoyr 
other fcholars, William Rougham, John de Terrington, 
William de Lee, and Richard dePfcttiatfli, nonftihe cuftodis

Edmund Gonvill died, and left William Bateman, 25 E. III. 
bifhop of Norwich, his executor ; and left to him the care an- x 35 * 
of; his- hall, and a great fum . of money, with intent that 
he fbould perfect what he had begun. At this time the 
bifliop was building Trinity-hall as of his own foundation, 
and for civilians, he being do&or of that faculty. 

: Bifhop Bateman laid afide the name of Gonvill, and fub- 13s*. 
ftituted the appellation of the Blefled Virgin Mary, and 
caufed it by his own power to be called the College, or 
Houfe of the Annunciation of Mary the Virgin; but let 
the keeper and fcholars Gonvill had appointed remain 
there ftilL This was done by his own decretal letters for 
this purpofe*, Dec. 21, 1351, being' confirmed and ap- 
proved by the bifhop of Ely, and chancellor and congrega- 
tion of Cambridge, under the univerfity feal. 

Bifhop Bateman, by his own authority only, enlarged 
the ftatutes, and prefcribed others (which Gonvill did 
not) to the keeper and fellows ; and by his own autho- 
rity only, without any power from the king, gaye them 
a common feal. Thefe things were done while the hall 
was in Lurghburne lane.

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Goldcorn's, adjoining to the other mefiuage of John de 
Cambridge, with the orchard, other appurtenances, and 
Ichool there. Of this mefliiage of John dc Cambridge, 
and of the tenements of John Goldcorn, being trank 
formed and altered, the bifhop made the north fide of the 
college with the kitchen. Thus the ftru&ure of the north 
.fide of Gonvill court was framed, and made an habitation 
for the keeper and four fellows : how the other two fides 
were built, the chapel, hall, and library, with the ftables, 
and other edifices on the Wed fide of the hall, when and 
by whom, may be (ctn in the annals ; this being an iov» 
propei place to infert it in. 

All this while the college was unendowed: and Gon- *354- 
vill, while he lived, maintained the cuftos and fcholars 
out of his own purfe; as alfi> did bifliop Bateman, till 
about this time ; for the fir ft endowment of this hall, were 
the three ecclefiaftical benefices of Wilton, Fouldon r and 
Mutford; the patronages of which three churches, with 
the glebes and penfions, the college formerly bought with 
their own money, of Sir Edmund Hemgrave,, knight, and 
Hugh de Chintriaco, prior of the monaftcry of St. Puncrafs 
of Lewis (as by their grants appears) ; and this year the 
fciffiop appropriated them to the college :: they were all 
three of the yearly value of 28 L 

% On Thu'rklay after the fcaft of St. Matthew the apoftle, 
biffiop Bateman, by his deed, gave unto Johi* Coltou, his 
chaplain and keeper of the hall, William de Rougham» 
John de Terrington, William dc Lee, and Richard de 
Fulham r fellows of the fame, his manor in the town of 

Triplow, 
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Triplow, in the county of Cambridge : but how it was loft 
from the college, Dr. Caius fays, could not be made ap- 
pear ; perhaps either they or their fucceffors might fell it, 
-and convert the money to their own ufe : the law did per- 
mit fuch alienations in thofe times, and bifhops and col- 
leges might aliene their lands, until the ftatutes of 13 
and 14 of Eliz. and fome former ftatutes difabled them*: 
'tis not probable it could be loft by negledt, when thfc 
college had fo few and fmall endowments. Thefe four 
fellows in procefs of time, before the gift of Dame Mary 
Pakenham, or foon after, fhrunk into three; who, with the 
cuftos, only acknowledged the. bifliop for their founder j 
when indeed they only owed that acknowledgement to 
Gonvil. Perhaps, when they fold or loft the manner of 
Triplow, they loft the ftipend of a fellowflrip.

'393* May, conveyed to the college the advowfon and patronage 
of the church of Great Mattifhall in Norfolk ( worth theh 
forty marks per ann.), upon thefe and feveral othet condi- 
tions, viz. that three fellows, that were priefts, fhould pra^ 
-daily for Dame Mary Pakehham, and Sir Ralph Hemen- 
Ixall. They dfo conveyed one acre of land in the iame 

town, 
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town, which held of the bifhop of Ely, and paid to him 
yearly on the t ran flat ion of St. Ethelred or St. Audry, a 
pound of frankincenfe, at the high altar in the chapel of 
his manor of Fen Ditton. This was appropriated to the 
college anno 1393? by Boniface the IXth. How and for 
what reafons, three of the fellows that were of the old 
foundation before the gift, and had two marks apiece afc 
lowed out of it for praying for Dame Mary P&kenham and 
Sir Ralph Hemenhall, became exonerated of that duty, and 
one fellow fubftituted in their ftead, may be feen in the 
annals, anno Domini 1393 ; to be a prieft, or in orders. 

William Fifwick, beadle of the u-niverfity, on the fourth 1393* 
of the calends of April, gave by his will his hoftle, with 
the appurtenances, called afterwards by corruption of the 
word' Phifwick's Hoftle, with the appurtenances, in which 
young fcholars belonging to Gonvill-hall were firft infti* 
tuted. It was (ituate over againft the Weft fide of the out- 
buildings belonging to Gonvill-hall, on the other fide of 
the way, and the gates by the (tables commonly called the 
Boy-houfe gates operr againft it : it is now called Trinity 
College Penfionary. H. VIH, in 1546, caufed King's-hall, 
Michael college or hoftle, and this hoftle, to be united and 
made into one college, which he dedicated to the Holy 
Trinity. And H. VI. granted, in lieu of Phifwck's hoftle* 
to the mafter and fellows of Gonvill-hall, an* annual pen- 
fiutr of 3 I". out of the Exchequer ; which grant was con- 
firmed by a decree of the chancellor, one of the furveyors 
and folicitors of the court of augmentations and revenues

be by fome other means fatisfied or otherwife recompenfed 
by the king and his heirs. 

Sir Stephen Smith clerk, re&or of . Bloverton, alia* 
Blownorton, in Norfolk, gave all his lands and tenements 
in Barningham, in Suffolk, for the maintenance of a 
fellow, to be a prieft, to perform divine offices for the dead 
in the college; and to preach thrice every year at Bar* 
ningham, on St. Margaret's day, in Advent, and in Lents 
and in his fermons to pray for and make mention of him 
his benefactor j and that he fhould be called Stephen 
Smyth's prieft, and may be chofen out of any place or 
county : tl>e lands were then 4 1. per ami. ; in Dr. Caius's 
time, 5 1. per ann.

Richard Powle, vicar of Mutford, gave to the college 
twelve acres of land in Fouldon in Norfolk, viz* Burntlane 
clofe five acres two roods, and one rood in Nunii's croft, 
and other lands, in the field of Fouldon. 

1426. Laurence Maptid, John and Gregory his brothers, 
joint truftees for the college, March 26, 4th and 5th of 
Philip and Mary, pafled to the college Shillings tenement 
in Fouldon; with one acre of hemp-land, two acres in Bor- 
rough field, and nine acres in Norton croft. 

John Nunn, efq. releafed to the college all his right in 
Pains clofe, referving 12 id. per ann. rent to be paid 
to the manor of Fouldon. 

Elizabeth 
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Elizabeth Clere, widow, fometime wife to RobertClere,efq. x 4 8 7. 

*gave certain lands and tenements in Tuttington, near Ayl- 
(ham, in Norfolk, and other towns adjoining, with their 
appurtenances, for the fubfiftance of a fellow to be attually 
a prieft ; or at leaft a ftudent in Divinity, and to be a prieft 
within one year after his admittance; to be out of the 
diocefe of Norwich ; to preach once a year where flie was 
buried, befides the performance of many other things: 
he was to receive fix marks per ann. for his ftipend. This 
excellent woman, befides thefe lands, gave feveral con- 
fiderable fums to the college ; and when it was in a low 
condition, contributed to the building of part of Gonvili 
court, and the outward walls of the college ; and there- 

• fore Dr. Caius fays he had almoft called her, the moft in- 
dulgent mother and nurfe of the college. 

The lady Ann Scroope, fbmetime wife of the lord John 17H.VIL 
Scroope, of Bolton, March 4, gave the manor of Morti- I5 ° 2# 
mers, in Newnham, by Cambridge, with the mill ; for 
the procuring of which in mortmain, the lady Ann Drury 
gave 40 1. This was given for the maintenance of a 
fellow to be a prieft, and of the diocefe of Norwich ; his 
ftipend to be 8 1. per ann. This lady was daughter and 
heir of Sir Robert Harling, knt. and dame Jane his wife ; 
which faid Jane was the daughter and heir of John Gon- 
vili, efq. defcended in a direct and hereditary line from 
Sir Nicholas Gonvili, knt. elder brother to Edmund 
Ga&vill our founder. This lady was in tombed in St. 
.Ann's chapel in Eaft Herling church, in Norfolk; which 

H chapel 
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chapel is now (landing, though converted into a (chool ; 
her monument is alio remaining, which is in the wall be- 
tween the chancel and the church ; it is an altar tomb, the 
plane of which is difrobed of many brafles; the wall itfelf 
fervcs for a cupilo over this tomb, fo that one may ftand 
in the chancel and look through the wall into the chapel, 
and the tomb has the fame profpeel both ways: it is on 
the North fide of the chancel. In the window in the 
chapel right oppofitc to the monument arc many effigies. 
The manor's name which (he gave to the college was 
called Mortimers; for one of that family when Sir R. 
Harling, her father, married a Mortimer, gave him this 
manor ; which (aid Sir Robert lies buried in the South ifle 
of Herling church aforefaid, with this infeription on abrafs 
plate :

*5°3 m Thomas Willows, of Cambridge, glover, on the 12th 
of Auguft gave five marks per ann. a rent charge iffuing 
out of Newnham mill ; and all his lands in Teverlham, 
Ditton, Fulborn; and Hinton, in Cambridgefliire, for 
feven marks ftipend, and one mark for a gown for a fellow 
to be a prieft, when he was of competent years for ordina- 
tion, out of any place or county ; and 2 1. per ann. for 

a di- 
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a divinity le&urer, or bible clerk; all thefe lands then 
worth 4 1. per arm. 

Henry Carter, clerk, late fellow of the college, x 5°4* 
Auguft 12, gave all his lands in Tifhweli and Thornham, 
in Norfolk, for the maintenance of a fellow or fcholar of 
the diocefe of Norwich ; but becaufe the title was litigious, 
and coft the college as much the recovery as they were 
worth, therefore neither fellow nor fcholar is to be found. 

Dame Ann Drury gave 20 marks, iffuing out of the J 5 l6 * 
rent of her houfe in the parifh of St. Michael, of Coflany, 
in Norwich, to buy lands of the yearly value of 13 s. 4d. 
to be laid out in bread and wine for three ftipendiary 
priefts celebrating in the faid parifh church ; and the over- 
plus to be given to thofe that performed divine fervice in 
the college chapeL 

William Sigo, profeflbr of grammar, and fome time i5°7* 
fellow of the college, gave, June 1 2, for the ftipend of 
one fcholar, to be of the diocefe of Norwich, his houfe at 
the Caftle-end in Cambridge, called the Maid's Head ; and 
his lands in the field of Cambridge, Chefterton, Hifton, 
Girton, and Colton, then 1 1. per aim. 

Six acres and a half in Chefterton were purchafed with 
the. college money, by Edward Stub, fub-mafter; there 
are alfo in Chefterton twenty- feven acres, one rood and 
an half belonging to the houfe in Caftle-end, part 
given by Sigo, and part purchafed by the college, in fe-

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*eral parcels, held by copy, and per acre, paid 40 s. fine 1 
but upon agreement with the lord of Chefterton, 33 
H. VIII, there is now paid 5 s. per aim. rent, and 13 s. 
4 d. on the death or removal of the matter, in lieu of all 
fines. 

IS20 * Geoffry Knight, do&or in divinity, gave the manor 

of Pattenley, in Norfolk, 0£l. 1 ; which, anno 30 H.VIII^ 
by the truftees for performing his will, was, with the con- 
fent of the college, exchanged with Sir Roger Townfhend f 
for the manor of Dengains, and other lands in Terver- 
fham and Stow-Qui, near Cambridge. Sir Roger had 
eight fcore pounds in exchange, out of the money Dn> 
Bayley gave to the college ; Pattefly being then valued at 
20 marks per ann. and Stow-Qui at 2 1 1. per aim. ; out of 
it he afligned eight marks apiece to two of the fenior 
fellows, priefts, to be appointed by the mafter ; they were 
twice every week (Wednefday and Friday) to perform 
divine offices, and ufe certain prayers of his own pre- 
ferring ; and to be excluded from any other office or Sa- 
lary; and to a le&urer, either in humanity, logic, or phi- 
lofophy, to read, either in Greek or Latin, four days in 
the week in term time 2 1. per ann* 

1524. Robert Long, citizen of Norwich, and Agnes his wife, 1 

gave to the college the nomination of an honeft prieft, or 
.fellow of the college, to their chantry in the church of 
St. Michael, in Coflonie, and the donation of the fame.

John Bayly, do&or of divinity, gave to the college 1534- 
30c 1. and upwards ; with 200 1. thereof were bought the 
lands in Haddenham, in the ifle of Ely, Feb. ze $ of 
William Buckenham, then mafter of the college: all 
which lauds in Haddenham, Wilton, Sutton, Streatham,. 
and Whittilisforth, alias Whichford, in the ifle of Ely, 
witlrtheir appurtenances; and his houfe in the parifh of 
St. Edward, in Cambridge, againft the Peafc-market hill: 
this Dr. Bayly gave to the maintenance of a fellow-flu- 
dent in phyfic or divinity, not to be a prieft unlefs ha 
would, and of any place or county. 

About this time Reginald Elie, of Cambridge, free- 1536. 
mafon, gave, by William Buckenham, his executor, and 
ms|fter of the college, a houfe in Michael-lane, divided 
in^o three habitations, for three poor people to dwell in- 
to be put therein by the mafter of the college only, and 
his lands in the fields of Barton, Granchefter, Cumberton, 
.and Gherfbertoo, worth 20 s. per annum, for repair of the 
houfe* 

Hen. VHI, annoreg. 27, anno Domini 1536, remitted to 
the univerlity, and fo to this college, his firil fruits and 
tenths, by ad of parliament ; and did then appoint there 
(houid be an humanity or rhetorick lecture, found by 
the college.

Thomas 
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i 54 o. Thomas Atkin, vicar of Mutford, and Margery Hore, 
of the fame town, gave to the college 48 1. apiece, to buy 
lands of the yearly value of 4L per ami. The fame 
Thomas gave alft) Pain's clofe, in Worlingham, in Suf- 
folk, of the yearly value of 40 s. for ilipends for three 
fcholars of the diocefe of Norwich, 35 s. per ann. They 
are to be chofen by the matter and two fenior fellows. 
The lands which were bought were in Cowling and Out- 
ling, in Suffolk and Cambridgeshire, 4I. per ann. 

William Gale gave die manor of Brandftedcs, for ia 
prieft, or two fcholars ; and other lands there were bought 
with 40 1. of Elizabeth Clere's money, and fbme part of 
-the price of -the lands which the college had and fold in 
Caufton.; in ill to the yearly valuex>f 14I. together. The 
faid William Gale, -of Eye, in Suffolk, gave lands in 
Hinxton, in Cambridgefhire, which were fold by Dr. 
.Skip, mafter of this college; who was compelled by the 
.power of Edward North, chancellor of the .court of aug- 
mentations and revenues of the crown, (foon after lord 
North, of Carthing) to fell them to him for 300 1. ; who 
with that money bought the manor of Agnells, in Bed- 
fordfliire, then 14 1. ,per ann. $ from whence there is but 
one fcholar, by the name of Gale's fcholar, paid 40 s. 
.per arin. This was bought by Dr. Skip ; but he being 
made bifhop of Hereford, 31 Henry VIII, it was con- 
veyed to John Stirman, mafter of this college, and 

other 
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other feoffees, by John Rufford, efq. of whom it was 
puf chafed. 

. John Whkacres, clerk, of Norwich, gave ail his lands. *S39- 
and tenements in Steeple*Morden> andGilden-Morden, in 
Cambridgefhire ; and in A fh well, in Hertfordfhire j then. 
yalued at 3I. 13 s. 4 d. per aim. to one of the fellows, 
being a prieft, to officiate twice in a week at Great St- 
Mary's, in Cambridge ; and to aflift at divine fervice in. 
the church and choir, every SiMiday and holyday in the 
year ; and for making default of his fervice a fortnight* 
to pay to the parifh 10 s. toties quotiesi and for non-pay- 
ment, the churchwardens to enter the premiffes, and to dik- 
trein on any part of them- 

-. . Until this time the college, or hall of Gonvill, was* l6 57* 
never incorporated, and had only feveral licences of mort- 
main to take lands ^ yet it was fuppofed they were a cor- 
poration, and the matter and fellbws thought fo; whereas, 
they were only incorporated by bifhop Batcman's power, 
and being confirmed by the chancellor of the Unrverfity, 
and bifhop of Ely ; which, without letters patents under 
the great feal of England, gave them no- legal title to 
he an incorporation or body politic; but were what they- 
thought they had been, rather by the piety,. good nefs, and 
fimplicity of thofe ages, than by any right of law. In 
this year John Caius, do&or of phyfick, born in Nor- 
wich, and fome time fellow of this college, upon petition 

of 
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of the mafter and fellows, preferred tft the king and qfceen, 
obtained a charter of foundation, as well as a confirmation 
of all the rights, eftates, and privileges, they formerly en- 
joyed : by which charter he himfelf was made a founder, 
and added to Gonvill and Bate man, and had leave to ap- 
point rules and ftatutes for the matter, fellows, and fcho* 
iars to obferve and keep ; provided they were not repug- 
nant to the ftatutes of Bateman, or any way encroaching 
upon the queen's prerogative, or her fucceflbrs. He had 
alfo, by the charter, licence to give in mortmain to the cok 
]egc $ lands to the value of yo 1. per ana. ; and the college to 
receive in mortmain lands to the value of i ooL per ann. and to 
found two fellows or more, and twelve (cholars or more; the 
college to be called the college of Gonvill and Caius, and 
to be incorporated by the name of The Mafter and Fellows 
of Gonvill and Caius College, founded in honour of the 
Annunciation of the Bleifed Virgin Mary ; and by this 
title, and no other, they are to fue and be fued, implead 
or be impleaded, receive lands, houfes, rents, manors, &c» 

On the feaft of the Annunciation of the Virgin Mary, 
1588, Dr. Caius dedicated and confecrated the college to 
the honour of the Annunciation aforefaid, to which it was 
formerly dedicated by Gonvill and Bateman, and en* 
dowed it {befides plate* money, books, and other things 
which rfbw and foon after he gave to it,) with the manor 
6f Croxley, in SnelPs-hall, in Rickmanfworth, in Hert* 
fordfhire, then 23 1. is. yd. per ann. formerly parcel 
of the lands of the abbey of St. Alban's. The 
manor of Rundon, in Norfolk, formerly belonging to 
2 the 
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the monaftery of St. Edmund's Bury, in Suffolk, then 22 1. 

5 s. per ann. together with the parfbnages of the churches 
of Holme, Wallington, and the manor of Burnham, in 
Norfolk, formerly belonging to the monaftery of Wymond- 
ham, then 6 1. per ann. All thefe manors he purchafed 
of King Philip and Queen Mary (they being vefted in the 
crown upon the diflblution of monafteries), on the 12th 
of Feb. in the 4th and 5th years of their reign, at the 
price of 1030 1. 12 s. 6d. * But die advowlbns of Rune- 
ton, Holme, and Wallington, were conveyed before that 
time to Sir Edward Fynes, Lord Clinton and Saye, high 
admiral of England, and Henry Herdfon, of London, 
by E. VI. anno regni 6to. Dec. u ; fo that the college 
has loft them. After the determination of the leafes then 
in being, Do&or Caius ordained the raifing of the rents, 
together with the quit-rents, to the annual film of 121 L 
14 s. 2 d. halfpenny. 

On the I2di of Feb. this year, Thomas Wendy, do&or 
of phyfic, gave to the college his rettory of Haflenfield, 
in Cambridgefhire, after the deceafe of his wife Margaret, 
who died anno 1570, on condition that the college (hould 
lett it in fee-farm, together with the patronage of the 
church, unto his heir at law for ever ; referring out of i t 
only 10 1. per ann. clear rent, which was thus to be di£ 
poled of; 8 marks to a fellow, to be paid fine liberatura 

6 diftributionibus, to be chofen out of the diocefe of

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Norwich, by the mafter and major part of the fellows ; 4 
marks more for his fellow, to wait upon his heirs at HaP 
lenfield four times in the year, viz. Chriftnias, Eafter, 
Pentecoft, and All Saints, and there to preach on thofe 
days ; to be a prieft, or ftudent in divinity ; 10s. per ann. 
to the college for extraordinary ufes, and 20 s. to be dif- 
tributed among the mafter and all the fellows prdent at 
the celebrating his exequies on his anniverfary day ; the 
mafter to have 20 d. and the refidue to be (pent in exceed- 
ings in a dinner or fiipper that day. His fellow alio was 
to pray for his (bul's welfare, &c. After the deceafe of 
his wife Margaret, which was 21 Dec. 1570, tliis reftory 
was demifed, by the college, to his nephew and heir 
Thomas Wendy, according to his will, but no annuity 
paid for 38 years, viz. until 1609, at which time the ai> 
rears amounted to 380 1. ; and then the college and he 
came to an agreement, that this reftory fhould be dis- 
charged of this rent-charge, atid tliis whole debt fhould 
"be remitted ; and that he and his heirs fhould pay for 
•ever, yearly, 20 marks out of all his lands and tenements 
•in Barrington, in Cambridge ; whereof 10 1. to be paid 
yearly to a fellow, to have no other dividend, and five 
marks to the uies laft exprefled. 

Out of the laft mentioned fum which the (aid doftor 
gave, he ordered there (liould be paid to the mafter of die 
college (even marks, upon this condition efpeciaJJy, " Ut 
" plurima fit in collegio cuftodis praefentia, rara abfentia, 
" nifi in caufis collegii ;" but if he did not refide, then 
die ieven marks (wliich were to be paid out of the per- 

quifites 
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quilites of the courts of thefe manors) fhould go to the 
college-cheft, until he refided in the college. He gave 
alfo to three fellows of his foundation, 8 marks a-piece, 
and to each iL 6s. 8d. yearly, for livery-money, and to 
20 fcholars of his foundation four marks a-piece, and one 
mark for livery. He ordained a commemoration to be 
made for the founders and benefa&ors at the end of every 
term, or three months ; and gave to the mafter and fellows 
on every of thofe days 6s. 8d. for exceedihgs, and to die 
fcholars a& much ; and for the expences of diile&ing a 
body once every year, il. 6s. 8d* • He gave to be expend- 
ed on the 6th of Oftober, the day of his birth, and July 
the 29, the day of his death, each day 20 s- upon a feaft, 
to which his fuperintendants, viz. the provoft of King's, 
and mafter of Corpus Chrifti College, to be invited, and 
receive each 3s. 4d. ; upon liis anniverfary, to the ma- 
fter, is. to the fellows, mafters of arts, 6d. to the batche- 
lors, 4d. to every fcholar, 2 d. that (hall be prefent ; the 
efquire-beadles are alfo to be invited, but no money given 
to them. 

Thomas Bacon, B. D. mafter of Gonvill, or Caius Col- 1559. 
lege, died Jan. 1, at ShefFeld, in Kent, and on the 24th of 
the lame, Dr. Caius being cholen, unwillingly and with 
much intreaty undertook the government and manage- 
ment of the college affairs, as mafter or keeper thereof; 
under whom how much they were advanced, all men 
know, and whom every good and juft mafter ought td 
emulate, though he cannot equal him in lib care.

1564. On the 2d of June, as appears by a deed, Dr. Caius 
purchafed of Robert Lan6 a parcel of his orchard for 
50I. upon part of which the eaft lide of Caius Court is 
founded, and the other part is now the prefident's gar- 
den : this garden, or orchard belonged to the Lamb hm, 
or hoftle, and fided upon it towards the eaft, which is the 

houfe that Mr. now lives in, and abutts on the 

houfe formerly called St. Mary's inn, or hoftle, belonging 
to Benedict College. 

. This year, Oct. 3, Dr. Buftie, alias Byfby, gave 26I. 
to buy lands to the yearly value of 20 s. which fhould be 
expended in firing, to keep a fire in the hall, or parlour, on 
Sundays and holidays, and on other days in very cold wea- 
ther, which was to be adjudged by the mafter of the col- 
lege, at dinner and flipper, from All Saints until the Puri- 
fication of Mary the Virgin; on condition that the young 
fcholars, or others, before dinner and fupper, fhould alter* 
nately recite certain verfes in the pfalms,anda fhort prayer

in 
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in Latin, which he directed, at the fire's fide> and it the 
recitation was omitted a month together, the ufe of thefe 
lands, with the benefit thereof, was to go to Trinity Hall* 
until they fhould willingly perform the fame ; this was 
called Firegrace. In this year the prayer and verfes are 
recorded in the college annals. Before this and Bifhop 
Shafton's gift, there was no fire in the hall or parlour, 
but at the charge and coft of the mailer and fellows. 

This year, Joan Trapps, widow, late the wife of Robert 
Trapps, of London, goldfmith, on the 28th of Oft. by 
the perfuafion of Dr. Caius, gave lands to the yearly value 
of 1 iL 6s. 8d. fpr the ftipends of four fcholars, and one 
mark yearly to the college, for extraordinary ufes ; eve- 
ry fcholar to have four marks yearly, and to be called 
Trapp's Scholars : this was fettled by her truftees, with 
certain conditions for the eleftion of her fcholars ; one 
or more of them to be chofen by the governors of the 
free-fchool of Sandwich, in Kent; they are to be children 
of poor parents, which of themfelves are not able to main-* 
tain them. 

. This year Dr. Caius,- at his own coft, purchafed of the 1564* 
mafter, fellows, and fcholars of Trinity College (a licence 
being firft obtained of queen Elizabeth for doing the 
feme), four tenements, called Anfells, Houghton, Talbots, 
and Smyths, alias the King's Arms, right over againft the 
church and church-yard of St. Michael, withdieir appur* 

tenances* 
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teriances, orchards, and curtilages, on condition to pay 
anually, for ever, unto Trinity College, 61. 13s. 4d. 

1566. O* 1 the twelfth of March, Dr. Caius purchafed a piece 
of ground of the mafter and fellows of Corpus Chiifti 
College, belonging to St. Mary's hoftle, and parcel of the 
orchard of that tenement, for 20I. which land joins to 
Honors Gate weft, and is part of the eaft fide of Caius. 
Court ; on it is the wall that divides the college from 
the garden of the {aid hoftle ; now the theatre is built 
upon it. 

1570. The college purchafed of Clement Syfley the manors of 
Bincombe andWoburn, witjithe re&ory ofBincombe, 
all in reverfion after the death of lady Margaret, wife of 
Sir Giles Allington, knight, late wife of Thomas Argoll, 
of London, Efquire; both thefe manors are in Dorfet- 
(hire ; Bincombe was, when it was purchafed, of the year- 
ly value of 15I. 9s. befides reprifes, and coft 309I. and. 
the reftory 20I. The indenture of file bears date April 
20, 1570. This manor was parcel of the lands of St. 
Stephen's, Weftminfter : the manor of Woburn, parcel 
of the manors of the monaftery of Sherborne, when it 
was purchafed, befides reprifes, was 14L 7s. 8d. per an- 
num, and the college paid for it, 260I. 

Peter Hcvvett, of Barrow, in Suffolk, clerk, gave to the 
college 180L to buy lands with it, to the value of 12 
marks per annum, and ordained three fcholarfhips, each 

four 
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•four marks per annum, the fcholars to be chofen out of 
the diocefe of Norwich, ift by the matter, 2d by the prefi- 
dent, 3d by die next fenior fellow. 

Humfry Byfby, Dr. of Laws, gave money to the col- 
lege, towards the purchafe of the manor of Woburn, on 
<x>ndkion to allow 35s. per annum to a poor fcholar out 
of the fchool of Eye, in Suffolk, or near to that place. 

Mathew Parker, archbifliop of Canterbury, gave unto 
the college 60I. 13s. 4d. on condition the college (liould 
allow 3I. o s. 8d. per annum to a fcholar, to be chofen 
by the archbifliop of Canterbury, or fede vacante by the 
•dean &nd chapter : he is to be born at Canterbury, and 
•educated in the fchools there* 

With the money the three above-named perfbns gave, 
the njanor of Woburn was purchaied ; and out of it their 
fctoeflars fKpends are paid, according to their covenants; 
to Hew&t's three fcholars, 81. per annum; to Dr. 
Byfby *s, 35s.; to the archlrifliop's, 3I. os. 8d. ; in -all," 12I. 
15s. 8d. : the refidue to go to the college-cheft. 

' Nicholas Mynne, of Little Walfihgham, in Norfolk, 
cfijuire, gave unto the college 1 hii portion 1 of tithes in 
Burnham Overy, alias Burnham St. Clements, in Nor- 
folk, parcel of the revenue of the monaftery of Wymond- 
ham ; and in compenfation of this gift; the college grant- 
ed him a leafe of their manor of Burnham Wymondham 

for 
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for 21 years, without fine; upon condition he fhould 
wage law with Richard Southwell, E(q; and fruftrate a 
leafe of 80 years, made 13 Hen. 8th. This portion of 
tithes, long fince by compofition (I think between the 
monaflery of Wymondliam and Walfingham), to which 
the reftory of Burnham O very did belong, was paid year- 
ly in 16 quarters of barley, and rented of the college at

of Ladies, and ibmetimes under that value; but in the 
year 1656, the owner of the reftory pretended it was 
only a rent-charge of 81. per annum, and no portion of 
tithes, or 16 quarters of barley, to be paid ; for which 
there arofe a (hit between the college and him ; and in die 
fame year the portion of tithes, or 1 6 quarters of barley in 
lieu of them, with 40I. cofts, r was decreed to the college* 
There is alfo a decree to the fame purpofe 20 Jacobi I. 

x 573- ^ r# C^ 1 ^ on ^ ie 2 7 °f J 1111 ^ refigned his mafterfhip 
to Thomas Legge, mailer of arts, born at Norwich, and 
afterwards doftor of law, having finifhed the court, as it 
now (lands, that bears his name, all but Honoris Gate, 
and the tower of the (burs going to the treafiuy ; the 
charge of which amounted to 1834I. 4s. 3d. the charges 
of the gate called Sapientia, the towers, and his tomb, 
amounted to 175I. 1 3s. id. On the weft fide of diis gate, 
over the arch, is this infeription :

On the 29th day of July following, this brave man 
died at London of a languifhing difeafe, and difturbed, 
as may be guefled, at the furious and rafh zeal of thole 
times. He was born on the 6th of Oft. 1510. On the 
ad and 3d of July before he died, he gave order for 
making his fepulchre under the altar of the Virgin Mary, 
on the north fide of the chapel, where he would have his 
body laid. When the chapel was rebuilt, he was found 
in a vault, and though he had been buried fuch a long 
time, yet his body was whole and perfeft before it was 
touched, and his beard was very long ; and upon com- 
paring the pifture with his vifage, there was found a 
great refemblance: His tomb is now erefted above that 
place in the wall. This altar that he was buried under, 
was not the high altar, but* a private inferior one ; for 
there was always a high altar, and many peculiar altars 
in thofe times in all churches and chapels ; and all altars 
formerly were built of ftonq or brick, about the height 
of a table, and then covered widi one large ftone ; and 
where we fee many large grave (tones in a church that 
never had any infeription, we muft not think them to be 
laid on graves, but that they are the ftones which are ta- 
ken off the altars, and laid in thole places at the.reforma- 

K tion. 
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tion. I have feen many of the altars ftanding, tb& 
ftones being taken off the top, as in the veftxy of Gar* 
boklifliam, and elfewhere ; and there are fbme few air 
tars left (landing untouched in fome places, which are 
now taken for tombs, but may be very eafily diftinguifh~ 
ed from them by their pofition ; for they all ftand north 
and lbuth, as all tombs ftand eaft and weft. The altars 
being exaftly like a tomb, gave occafion for thofe fort off 
tombs to be called Altar Tombs, i. c. tombs made as 
to height and fliape like an altar. 

William Gerard, Efq; and William Cornway, citizen 
and grocer of London, executors of Dr. Caius's laft will 
and teftament, (whom he ordered to purchafe lands to 
the value of an hundred pounds per annum, to the end 
that all thofe of the foundation fhould be free from the 
charge of firing, and that the porter fhould have 
2L 139. 4d. per annum) bought of James Akham, E£j; 
and Thomas Altham, citizen of London, for 240L all 
the lands and tenements called Swannefly in Caxton in 
Cambridgeshire, late part of the pofleflion of the mona- 
ftery of St. Neot's in Huntingdonlhire, then of the yearly 
rent of 10I. and a brawne, or 13 s. 4d. in lieu diereof* 
The prefent rent of this farm in money every half year, 
is 3I. 6s. 8d. 

j jy6 # Sir Chriftopher Heydon, Kt. and Dame Temperance 
his wife, gave to the college their reftory, or free chapel 
of Pattifley, in Norfolk, on confideration that thofe two 

fellows 
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fellows who enjoy Dr. Knight's falaries, which ought to 
be for life, or during their (lay in the college, (hould be 
iignified to his heirs in writing under the college feal, at 
Baconthorpe-hall, in Norfolk, and that two fcholars (hould 
be nominated by Sir Chriftopher's heirs to the next 
fcholarftiip proper to Norfolk, which (hould next fall 
void, and (b his heirs to nominate to thofe two fcholar- 
(hips for ever: the college to give notice within one 
month after they are void. A fellow that has but one of

Jocofa, alias Joyce Frankland, widow, the daughter R 
of Joan Trapps, widow, (beforemendoned 1564, 7 Eliz.) 
a rood excellent and pious woman, among the reft of her 
goods and lands, which (he gave to pious ufes, bequeath- 
ed unto the college, three days before (he died, Feb. 20, 
1586, her principal mefluage, with two tenements fituate 
in Philip-Lane, London, then of the yearly value of 33I. 
'6 s. 8 d. ; and left her executors, Thomas Legge, Dr. 
of Laws, Thomas Smallman of the Inner Temple, E(q; 
atld John Burr, (crivener, of London, 1540 1. to buy 
lands of the yearly value of 70I. 10s.; that the college 
(hould be endowed annually with the revenue of 103I. 6s.

pious devotion of Joyce Frankland, the daughter of Ro- 
bert Trapps, late of London, Goldfmith, and William 
Saxey her fon. She willed alfb, to every one of die 
fcholars of her mother Joan Trapps, to each a mark per 
annum for an increafe of their (Upends ; and willed, that 
her fellows, chaplain, and fcholars, fliould be called the 
fellows, chaplain, and fcholars, of Joyce Frankland, die 
daughter of Robert Trapps, and of William Saxey her 
Ion : all to be chofen by die major part of the fcniors ; 
the fellows to have no dividend or diftributions as the 
fcniors have, and in all things to be fubjeft to die college 
ftatutes. 

With this money Dr. Legge, die furviving executor 
or feoffee, purchafed the manor of Dabbemoons, in 
Duxworth, and .fettled it upon die college 4. 1 Eliz. 
There were fince two tenements purchafed in Duxworth, 
of Thomas Symonds, Efq; with dieir convenient barns, 
&c. with fbme other lands, which coft 160L; by which 
means the tenant lias a handfbme dwelling, which before 
he had not. The whole is let for 62 1. per annum, ex- 
cept the quit-rent being let for iol. us. 10 d. per 
annum. 

Richard 
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Richard Willifbn, of Sugwas, in Hertfordfhire, gave 
certain lands . and tenements, without impeachments, of 
wafte, in Haglo and Pulton, in die parifh of Aron, in the 
foreft of Dean in Gloucefterfhire ; but before his gift, he 
leafed them out at very (mall rents for iooo years, re- 
ferring upon all the farms, but 7L is. q.d. per annum, 
for the ftipends of two fcholars after the death of his wife 
Margaret, who died, A. D. 1596. 

- The 4th of March, William Cutting, gent, died, and 1599. 
by his will gave to the college an annual rent-charge for 
ever of 13I. 6 s. 8 d. out of all liis lands and tenements 
called Aliens, alias Rumbalds, in the parifh of Weft 
•Tilbury, in Eflex, for the flipends of four poor fcholars 
born in Norfolk, fb as every one fhould receive 3 1. 6 s* 
8d. per annum. But becaufe the college, as a corpora- 
tion, or body politic, was not in a legal capacity to re- 
ceive fuch a gift, they did not enjoy it 'till 1612; when 
upon a bill exhibited in Chancery by die college, it was 
decreed them, widi the arrears, againft the heirs of Wil- 
liam Cutting, who denied the payment of it. 

This year the long leafe of Mortimers manor came 1605* 
out, which was made from Mich. 1507, for 99 years, to 
the Maior and BailyfFs of Cambridge ; by which die 
college loft almoft all their quit-rents, a fheep's walk, and 
free bull and boar, and about 4 acres of land, by chang- 
ing their dooles and bounds, and by altering the names 
of the houfes and tenements belonging to Uiis manor. 

Thefe 
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Thefe petitioned the king, and procured a mandamus to 
the college to renew their leafe ; but upon the college's 
addrefs to his majefty, it was withdrawn, and they had 
liberty to leafe it to whom they plcafed; and it 
was leafed to William Paget, for the ufe of Dr. Legge, 
then mafter of the college, for 20 years, 1605, one year 
before its expiration. 

1606. Sir William Pafton of Oxnead in Norfolk, knight, gave 
a iool. towards building a new hall, which was laid out 
in the Combination Room. 

On the 1 2th of July, Dr. Legge died, and gave all his 
goods, unbequeathed, to the College ; and alio the red- 
due of his term in the manor of Mortimers, which in 
time increafed to 600I. on condition that the tenements 
purchafed of Trinity College fhould be pulled down, 
and a new building ere&ed in their place ; which is now 
the eaft fide of the New Court over againft St. MichaePs 
^church : on a ftone in the wall is this :

college money, the manor of Berryfteed in Great Shel- 
fbrd, with the demefne lands and appurtenances, fbme- 
time part of the pofleflion of the late Bifhop of Ely ; and 
lately of Chriftopher Rogers, gent, deceafed, for the fum 
of 2000I. together with a water-mill, and all his lands in 
Great Shelford or elfewhere, in the county of Cambridge, 
except the late manfion-houfe of Chriftopher Rogers, and 
all die lands by him purchafed of John Gold well, Efq ; 
paying to the king, his heirs and fucceflors, 61. per ami. 
for the laid mill. This was purchafed of Edward Fox- 
ton, gent, Nathaniel Cradock, draper, and Agnes Ro- 
gers Widdow, being appointed truftees for the (ale of it, 
by the will of Chriftopher Rogers. Out of this manor 
the matter receives iol. per ann. and the 12 feniors 5L

Dr. Stephen Pcrfe, M. D. and fenior fellow of the Sept.30, 
college, died ; and on die 27th of the fame, he made 5 ' 
his will, and gave unto his executors 5000 1. to buy 
lands of 250 1. per ann. befides repairs in mortmain, 
for fiich ufes as are in his laft will cxprefled, viz. To 
the fchool-mafter, who is to be M. A. of this Univer- 
fity, 40 1. per ann- and to the ufher who is to be 
at leaft, A. B. of this Univ^rfity, 20 1. per ann. both 
mafter and ufher to be fucli as were educated in the 
fthool, if fit for it before others ; which fchool he 
ordered his executors to erect; they are to teach 100

The ancient tenements purchafed of Trinity college, 
were pulled down ; and a' new building erefted joined to 
Dr. Perfe's, Jan. 1 6, an agreement was made with the 
aforefaid John Atkinfbn, for 660 1. iflued out of the 
money of Dr. Legge's ; and it was at die fame time 
decreed, that in that ftrucfhirc there (hould be feme 
monument in memory of Dr. Legge. 

Dr. Branthwait died, and ordered his executors to 
buy lands of the yearly value, befides repairs, of 26 L 
*3 s. 4 d. for the founding of four fcholarfhips, 5 L per

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ami. fcaclr*, for afeaftevery year on the day of life 
death, or four days after, to tlie mafte? and fellows, 3 1 ; 
to the fcholars* aos; to the provoft of King**, and mafter 
cf Emmanuell, his fiiperintendants, each 6 9. 9d ; to two 
fcbobrs of Emmanuell, each 1 s. and to dine in the hall : 
He gave his library to the college, being a collection of 
very choice books: His executor Richard Branthwak, 
Efq; purchafed lands in Wiggenhall, St. German's, and 
Sfc. Peter's in Norfolk, and conveyed them to the fellows 
of this college for the purpofe aforefaid, anno 1621. 

Dr. Goftling being mafter, brought up into die trea- 1624. 
fury, 40 1. which the Earl of Bath gave, either towards 
building a new hall, or to buy books for the library ; 
this was laid out in finifhing the combination chamber. 

This year was determined by a decree dated this day, June 8, 
afiiit commenced 8th June, anno 1620, between Sir 4 * 
Thomas Cornwalleis, Thomas and John Soame, Efqrs. 
and the college ; feveral lands and fheep walks, rents 
and fervices, belonging to the manor of Burnham 
Wymondhams, which were deftroyed and detained by 
a leafe of 80 years made thereof, by Ely Ferrers, abbot 
of Wymandham, and the convent, 30 H. VIII. to Richard 
Southwell, Efq; owner of the manor of Loxham and 
Ptiftead Hall, and other lands intermixed with the lands 
of Burnham Wymondham; the lands being ufed pro-

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mUcuoufly, and the courts of die three manors being 
kept at one and the fame time without diftin&ion, on 
purpofe to compound and make them one : Thefe pel* 
ions whom the college filed, claimed by feveral mean 
conveyances from the faid Southwell, who after the ex-< 
piration of the (aid leafe of 80 years in 1 620, detained 
the lands belonging to the manor of Burnham Wy- 
mondham, as their own eftate ; which by this decree 
were fettled upon the college, though with great detri- 
ment in lofs of lands, charges, ftieep walks;- &c. The 
lands decreed were 10 1 and an half acres, the fite of 
the manor of Burnham Wymondham. 

1626. That learned and excellent governor of the college r 
D/\ Gofllin died, who out of his abundant charity, gave 
to the college, as followeth, viz. I do give a houle or 
. houfes eaUed the Rofe and Crown, in Cambridge, &c. 
unto the mafter and fellows of Gonvile and Caius college* 
Cambridge, and to dieir fucceflbrs for ever ; Item, I do 
give unto the (aid mafter and fellows* and their fuc- 
ceflbrs for ever, my annuity of 30 1. per ami- out of the 
manor and lordfhip of Milton, widi arrearage of ventsr 
already due, of 73 1. which annuity of 30 1. I purchafecL 
of Mr. Harris of the faid town* to the end that the rents, 
of the aforefaid houie or houfes, and alfb of the aforefaid 
annuity, fliould for die firft 7 years be gathered into the 
college cheft> and that time being expired,, the mailer 
and fellows for the time being, fliall out of that money, 
together with the houfes and annuity, make fufficient

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and good furety unto Cairo college, of4ol. perann. for 
ever, to be employed, viz. To four fcholars born in the 
city of Norwich, 5 1. a-piece, per ami. ; for a feaft on his 
mortuary, 4L ; the mafter of the college the fame day, for 
his care to fee his will performed, 40 s. ; to the preacher, 
13 s. 4 d. to be appointed by the mafter ; to the fenior 
fellows prefent, each 3 s. 4d. ; to his fcholars that are pre- 
fent, 2 s. 6 d. the refidue to the college cheft. The will 
is dated Oft. 19th, 1626. 

On the 22d of Ottober, 1626, Dr. Thomas Batchcroft 
was chofen mafter, under whofc care and indufby the col* 
lege moft happily flourifhed. 



The college for 21 1. taken out of the public ftock, 1627* 
purchafed of Mr. John GofUin, fbmetime fellow of this 
college, a pafture clofe lying in Shelford, by tile college 
mill. 

Martin Perfe, Efq; fold to the college a tenement with 
the appurtenances, and 26 acres and 4 feet of arable 
land, lying in Baflingbourne, in Cambridgefhire, for 
the fum of 180L; one hundred pounds whereof, was Dr. 
Harvey's money, which he gave for the foundation of a fel- 
lowfhip, and the mafter and fellows agreed upon a ftipend 
of 4I. 1 os. per ann. to be paid to afcholar, whofhould 
be called Dr. Harvey's fcholar ; the reft of the money 
came out of the college cheft, and the refidue of the? rent 
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is referred thither : The conveyance to feofifeds m truft 
for thecollfcge, is dated March aoth, 3 Car.

The cofttge purchafed for 1 ro L of Fronds Darenift, 
of Wobume, a tenement, 16 acres of arable, and 2

1632. Robert Wells, M. D. and fenior fellow of the college, 
made his will, and (bon after died ; he gave to the 
college all his temporal eftate, and goods; as bonds, 
books, monies, and what was any ways due and accru- 
ing to liim, and made Dr. Batchcroft his executor. 

The matter and fellows, purchafed for 1900L of 
George Fowler, Gent, both the advowfbns of the refto- 
ries of St. Mary, and All Saints, in Weeting, in Nor* 
folk ; together with a 100 1. per ann. ifliiing out of the 
manor of Weeting, to be paid at Lady-day, and Mi- 
chaelmas ; and if any part of it be unpaid 56 days after 
aoty of the feafts, there ia 5L more to be paid Nomine 
Pcana* ; and after that, far default of either the rent or 
the penalty, the college to enter and diftrain upon all, 
or: any part of the lands belonging to the (kid manor ;

The coHege purchafed one acre of land in Caxton, in 1632* 
Cambridgefhire, for j 1. for which the tenant was to pay 
3 s. 4 d. per ann. this acre lies in tire middle of our lands, 
and was purchafed both for the tenant's convenience and 
ours of inclofing. 

For the convenience of its fituation, the college pur- 1634. 
chafed for the film of So I. a pafturc clofe, called Cha- 
rity's, in Shelford Magna ; the rent ought to be paid to 
the college cheft : Tliis year the repairs of the Water- 
mill in this town* cpft 21 1 1. 10 s. 5 d. 

This year Mr. Matthew Stokys, one of the fenior 1639* 
fellows of this college, died, and gave unto the mafter 
and fellows by his laft will, dated July 20, 1631, boih 
his re&ories of Dilham and Honynge, in Norfolk ; which 
held by the Bifhop of Ely by leafe, to have and enjoy 
them 5 years after his deceafe, to the intent and purpofes 
fallowing, viz. That within every ten years for ever, 
they fhould renew die faid leafe by the Bifliop for the* 
time being, at and under the ufiial rent of 1 3 1. 6 s. 8 cL 
per ann. and to pay yearly for ever to, 3 fcholars of his 
foundation, 5I. a piecej per ann. and 10 s. per ann. for 

chamber 
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chamber rent '; to one fellow who is to be actually a 
divine, or to apply himfelf to the ftudy of divinity, and 
jnay be of any county, 15 1. per ann. and 20 s. for 
chamber rent ; to be fubjeft to the college flatutes, and 
to be chofcn in diree months after, a vacancy, by the 
matter and major part of the fellows ; as alio 2 of the 3 
Icholars who ought to be born in the city of Norwich, 
or county of Norfolk ; the 3d fcholar is to be named by 
die Bifhop of Ely, within two months after a vacancy, 
othenvife the ele&ion devolves to the college ; he may 
be of any county.

: Thes fo orderid, the Kings Highnefi, attending upon ix 
him, on Foate, three Score Knightes, a hundreth cEiquiers 
Efquiers, wearing his Liverie, and Yomen of the Crowne 5^y^T 
and of his Chamber in a great Numbre, (hall ride from - 
the (aide Towre by the open Streete of London into 
Chepe ; from thence to Fleete Streete, and fo dire&ly 
fourth unto the Kings great Hall in his Pallaice at Weft* 
minder, &c. 

Sone affcer the King is pafled out of the Towre, the 
Queene (hall followe, upon Quyfhins of white Damafke 
Clothe of Golde, barehedded wearing a rownd Circle of 
Golde, foe with Pearles and pretious Stones, arayed in a 
Kirde of white Damafke Clothe of Golde furred with 
Mynever Purs garnifhed with Amblette of Golde ; above 
that, a Mantell wkh a Trayne of the fame white Da- 
jnafke Clothe of Golde, furred with Ermyns, fitting in 
a Lytter without any Bayles or Covering ; above her Hed 
covered with white Damafke of Silke ; garnifhed with 
Fringe of Silke and Golde, with Ryband of Golde, and 
gilt Nayles, with iiij Pomells chafed and gilte ; lyned in 
the Bottome with Lynen Clothe ; twoo great Courfors 
bearing the faide Lytter upon twoo Saddles covered with 
white Damafke Clothe of Golde garnifhed wkh Fring 
of white Silke, and Golde Ry bands of the fame; twoo 
Dorter* of Ledder covered with white Damafke Clothe 
of Golde lyned wkh white Damafke of Silke* twoo Bri- 

O dies, 
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dies, twoo Crowpers, twoo Rollers, twoo Paytrells, with 
twoo Trappers and other their Apparell in white. Da" 
raafke of Silke ; alwayes iiij noble Knightes bearing a 
Sele of white Damafke, lyned with white Tartaryn, upon 
Shaftes burniflied with Silver, iiij Belles of Latyn fatten- 
ed to them over the Queene ; thei to be chaunged as it is 
above Ctide of the King ; the Lordes Grey and Powes 
leading the Horfe of the Lytter. 

There fhall follow the Queene v Henchemen, all 
clothed in Doubletts of crymfen Satten and Gownes of 
blewe Velvet, ryding in Womens Saddles covered with 
crynjfen Clothe of Golde : Next after thera^ a Palfrey

Next after the Queene fhall ride her Chamberlain ; 
afore him two Efquiers, Ufhers of her Chambre, either 
of them bearing in bawdrick-wife a Mantell furred with 
Ermyns and covered with Ermyns, and two Hatts of 
Eftate of crymfen Clothe of Golde, Bek on Beke, tumid 
up behiude, and furred with Ermyns.

And 
for the King (hail be arrayed a Bayne, and he therm to 
be bayned ; which don die King and the Queene maye 
take their Reft ; and (b endeth the Obfervaunce of the 
Evyn of the Coronacion, &c. 

On Sondaye, the Daye of the Coronacion, xxx Daye 
of Oftobre, the King, arayed by Sir Giles Dawbeney, 
Deputie, for that Daye Chamberlain, in Forme following: 
Firft, with two Shirts, one of Lawne, the other of cry m- 
fen Tartayne, bothe largely openid before and behinde, 
and in the Shulders laced with Ambletts of Silver and 
gilt ; a great large Breche Belte of Velvet, to gather the 
fame togither ; a Paire of Hofen of crymfen Sarfenett, 
Vampeys and all ; a Cote of crymfen Satten, largely 
openid as the Shirts be, to the which Cote his Hofen (hall 
be laced with Ryband of Silke ; a Sircote clofe furred 
with Mynever Purs, whereof the Collor, Hands and the 
Speres, (hall be garniftied with Rybands of Golde; a What *• 
Hoode of Eftate, furred with Mynever Pur, and purfel- King&aii 
led with Ermyns ; a great Mantell of crymfen Satten, Jh C Da" 
furred alfb with Mynever Purs, with a great Lace of rf 9***-

come early ; and, it is fb founden, by Prefidents, by vj 
of the Clock, from his Chambre, into Weftminfter Hall, 
The where he (hall fitt, under Clothe of Eftate, in the Marble 
Cfaaire. Chaire, appareilled with Clothes and Qitisftiins of Clothe 
of Golde bawdekyn as it apperteigneth. 

Th e Queene aMb then immediately arayed in a Smock 
of Baynes, a Sircote Royal of crymfen Velvet, openid 
before, under her Waft faftenid with a Lace of the hofie 
Undtion, lyned the Shulders and furred the Bodie with 
Mynercr Purs garnifhed with AmWetts of Silver and 
gilte ; above that a Mantefl of crymfen Velvet, with a 
Trayne furred with Ermyns, bearing on her bare Hedd 
a rich Circle of Golde, her Heare faire lying about her 
Shulders ; following the King ; and betwixt her and the 
King, only the Lordes of great Eftate, as Dukes and 
Erles, with her Chamberlain going before her ; on the 
Side Half her Trayne borne by a great Duches, aBthe 
Ladies and Gendewomen arayed in Robes of Scarlet fur- 
red with the Queenes Liverie.

• Th e King and the Queene thns fet in Sieges RoyaH, 
and the Way from thence unto the Pulpit in "Weftmin- 
fter Churche arayed under Foote with Baye Clothe, by 
the "which fomtyme was Beauchampe of Bedforde the 
Cardinalfis Archbufhopp of Cantcrburie, the Archbu- 
tfbopp of Yorke, wkh other Lordes Spiritual!, and all 
pontificaHy arayed, and the Abbot of Weftminfter with 
his Coment in Copes, bearing Reliques and other Tilings 
ticcuftomed to be borne in Coronacion ; tliaffe to fayc f 
a Chalice of Golde, a Patene of the lame, a Sceptre with 
the Dove, and an other Rodde of Golde for the Queenc; 
fliaH come unto the King and the Queene lb fitting; in 
Weftminfter Hall ; and there, by the Advife of the 
Lordes, a folempne Proceflion fhall be let furthe, wherein 
the King, then being barehedded, and having the Bur 
(hopp of Exceter to fiifteyne him on his Right Hande, 
and the Bufhopp of Elye on his Left Hande, 4hall go un-

Daye is fixed and appoynted, by all the Peres of this

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Lande, feu* the Conifecracion, Induftion, and Coronation 
of the (aid moft excellent Prince Henry : Will ye, Syr*, 
at this Time, give your Willes and Aflents to the fame 
Confecracion, Indu&ion, and Coronacion ? Wheteunto 
the People (hall (aye, with a great Voice, Yea, yea, yea* 
fi> he it, King Henry, King Henry, King Henry ! 

Sone upon the faid Cardinally as Archbufhopp of 
£anturbury, being revesfhed, as apperteigneth for the 
Celebration of the Mafle, and alio the forfaid Bufhoppes 
of fleeter and of Ely, both Sides as above, with other Bu- 
lhoppes, and with the Abbot of Weftminfter, who oweth 
alwey to be nigh the King for his Enformacion in (uch 
Things as concerne the Solempnitie of his crowning ; 
the King (ball be brought honorably from his faid Siege 
unto the High Aulter, where the Chauncellor of $nglande 
(hall fet down the Challice, and, in likewife, the Bufhop 
of Chefter the Patene. The Queene following the King 
thither, going afore the Lordes, as above, bearing her 
Crown, Sceptre and Rodde, and the above (aid Bufbops 
fiifteyning her : And for her there (hall be made, on the 
lift Side of the High Aulter, a Folding Stool©.

bufihop, feith upon him Deus humilium ; which done, 
the fame Cardinall may, at his Pleafiire, commaunde 
fome fhort Service to be laid ; during wliich Seafon, the 
(aid Cardinall (hall fit before die High Aulter, his Back 
towards the fame, as is accuftomed, and the King (hall 
fit againft him, Face to Face, in a Chaire prepared as to 
fb high Eftate accordeth. 

The Bufshopp of Lincolne fliall make a Sermon ; and, 
the Service being ended, the Cardinall fhall afke the King 
under this Forme, with an open and diftinft Voyce:

Do ye graunt the rightfull Lawes and Cuftomes to be 
holden; and permitte you, after your Strenght and 
Power, fiich Lawes as to the Worfhip of God (hall be 
chofen by your People by yow to be ftrenghthenid and 
defendid? The King (hall anfwer, I graunte and per- 
mitte. 

. Th en followed! the Pedcion of the Bufshopp to the 
King, which, by the Bufshopp of Lincoln, fhall be 
openly redd in a good and diftind; Voice, faying, Do- 
mine Rex, Sir King, we afke of you to be perfedUy 
geven and graunted unto us, that ye fhall keepe to us, 
and eche of us, the Privilege of the Lawe Canone and 
of holie Church, and dewe Lawes and Rightfulnes ; and 
us and them defend, as a devout and Chriftian King: 
owght to do ; and in likewife ta do and graunte. 
thoroughout all your Realme, to every Bufehop, land, 
to all the Churches, to them comitted^ . 
jurameif- Th e King fhall anfwer* with good Will and devout 
lib. " Sowle, I permit, and perfectly graunte, that to yow 
and every of yow, and all the Churches to yow comitted,, 
I fhall keepe the Privilege of Lawe Canon aad of the 
holie Church, and dewe Lawe and Rightfiilnes ; and I 
fhall, inafmuch as I may by Reafbn and Right, by Gods 
Grace, defende yow, and every of yow thoroughout my 
Regime, and all the Churches to yow comitted : All thcs 

Things* 
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Things, and every of them, I, Henry, King of Eng- 
jande, permit and confirme, fb helpe me God, and by 
thes holie Evangeliffa, by me Bodily towched upon this 
holie Aultcr. 

And the King fhall rife npp of his Chaire, and, by the juramen- 
Bufihopps of Exceter and Ely, (hall be ledde to the g™^ 
High Aulter, where he fhall make fblempne Othe upon 
the fame Aulter, in the Sight x>f all the People, to ob- 
ferve all the Promifles. 

That done* the Cardinall, kneling, and the King 
lying groveling afore the High Aulter, as it is above, the 
laid Cardinall fhall begynne, with an high Voyce, the 
Imme, Veni Creator Spiritus, &c. which Imme ended, 
the feme Cardinall fhall fay, ftanding, this Oryfbn over 
the King, Te invocamus ; and at the Ende therof knel- 
ing againe, &c.

Thes Orifbns fb being ended, the King, that all this 
While hath lyen groveling, (hall rife and -fit in theChaire 
before the Cardinal!, as was done before, when the laid 
Cardinall made certain Interrogations, as, Ye will keepe ? 
In the Whyfch Cliaire, afte* heiiath ibm what relied hhn- 
felf, he fliall rife, and go up to the High Aulter, fnf* 
teinid with the faid Bufihops as abovefaid ; whereas the 
Kirtg fliall be tfniifaye.d and unclothed, by liis Chamber- 
fain, infio his Cote of crytnfen Satten, largely openid as 
the Shirts be; which all three Robes, and ij Shirtes fliall 
be openid afore and beliinde, on die Shulders and die 
Elbowed, by the laid Cardinall, to the Intent that in 
thes Places he may be anoynted. 

And whites he is anoynted, Sir Thomas Mountgomery 
and Sir Thomas Burgh bene appoynted for to hold a 
Pall over him, and fifft the faid Cardinall, fitting, fliall 
anoynte the King, kneelyng, with Quifshins of holie 
Oyle in the Palmes of Ms Bodie and hisHandes, fcying 
thes Wordes, Ungatur Manus ; with this Collect, Refpice 
omnipotens Dens, &c. the Quene finging in the meane 
Tyme and contynually whiles the King is anoynting, 
Ungerunt Regeiri, &c, and die Pfalme Domirie in Vir- 
tiite tua letabitur Rex, &c. untill he hath anoynted the 
King of the fame Oyle on his Brefte, in the Midds of 

his 
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•his Back, on his twoo Shulders, on his twoq Elbowes, 
and on his Head, with the faid Oyle, making a Crofle; 
iand afterwarde making another Crofle with the holie 
Crcyme on his Head ; after the End of the faid Colleft, 
laying to every Place to be anoynted Wordes con- 
<venyent; as, in Example, to the Head thes Wordes, 
tJngatur Caput ; and to the Shulders, Ungatus Scapule, 
&c* And it is to be remembred, that the Abbot of 
Weftminfter, after the Kings anoynting, (hall diye all 
the Places of the Bodie,* where he was anoynted, with 
fbme Coton or Lynen Clothe ; which is to be brent ; and 
•forthwith clofe and lace again the Openings of the Kings 
•{aid Shirts and Cotes ; putting over the Kings Handes a 
-Paire- of Lynen Gloves, to be brought thither by his faid 
Chamberlain, Gzc* 

Then fhall the faid Cardinall fay thes Oryfons, Deus 
'Dei Filius, et Deus qui es Juftorum. 

Th i s done, the King fhall rife, and alfo the Cardinall f 
the Abbot of Weftminfter fliall put on the King a Tabard 
•of Tartaryn white, fliapen in Maner of a Dalmatike ; 
•and he fliall put over the Kings Head a Coyfe ; the fame 
: to be Chamberleyn, which fliall continually abide upon 
the Kings head untill the eight Daye next following ; at 
which Daye, after a folempne Mafle, faid by a Bufshopp 
before the King, the faid Bufshopp fliall take the oyfe 
from' the Kings .Heade, and, after the dune wafshed, 
dryed and kembed, he fliall put upon it a Cyrclc of 
'Gclde ; die wliich he fhall beare all that Daye bareheaded 
in the Reverence of his

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Sone after, the faid Cardinall fliall blefle fiich Orna- 
ments Royall as followed, finging the Oryfbn Deos Rex, 
Regina, &c. and the faid Abbot (hall put the fame upon 
the King ; that is to fay, a long Cote, unto the Heeles, 
wrought before and behinde with great Images of Golde, 
his Hofen, Saddles and Spurres to be made meete for his 
Leggs and for his Feete ; wherefore it is to be provided 
by the Sextenof Weftminfter, that all Ornaments Royall, 
widi the Crowne, be layed upon the High Aulter before 
the Kings comyng, that all Things may be done with- 
out Let. 

After this, his Swearde fhall be blefled of the Car- 
dinall, faying this Oryfbn, Exandi Domine preces no£ 
tras, &c. which Oryfon ended, alJ the Bufshops (hall 
deliver to him, and feafe him, ftanding, with a Swearde, 
thei all leying their Handes on the fame, and the Car- 
dinall faying unto him Accipe Gladium, &c. and with 
' the fame Swearde fliall girde himfelf. 

Th e King, thus girded with this Swearde, and ftand- 
ing, fliall take Armyll of the Cardinall, faying dies 
Wordes, Accipe Armula : And it is to wit, that Armyll 
is made in Manner of a Stole woven with Golde and fit 
with Stories, to be put by the Cardinall about the Kings 
Neck, and comyng from bothe Shulders to his bothe 
Elbowes, where thei fliall be faftenid by the Abbot of 
Weftminfter with Lace of Silke to every Side the Elbowe 
in two Places ; that is to fay, above the Elbowes and 
beneth j and at the fame Tyme the fame Cardinall 
(hall fct upon the King a Pall Royall iiij Square woven

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all with Gold Egles, the faid Cardinall laying Accipe 
Pallin. 

. Herupon the Cardinall (hall blefle the Crowne of 
Saynt Edward fet on the High Aulter, faying this Orifbn, 
Deus tuo Rex; and, firft cafting holie Water and iky- 
ing the fame, (hall fet the Crowne upon the Kings Head, 
then fitting in his Chaire before the High Aulter, the 
(aide Cardinall faying dies Wordes, Coronet te Deus, 
&c. . with diis Orifbn, Deus perpetuitatis ; and there the 
Queene (hall fing this Antitheme, Deus confortare, et 
ifto Vir,, &c. with this Pfalme, Deus regit me, &c. Con- 
fequentfy the (aid Cardinall (hall blefle a Ring with a 
Rjibye, called the Regall, for the King, to be fet on his 
iiijdi Finger of the Right Hand with thefe Orifbns, Acci- 
pis Regno Digiiitate, &c. et Deus cujus, &c. 

Then the King fhall take the Swearde wherewith he 
was girde, and offer it himfelf to God and to the Aulter,. 
and fb fliall take it again at the High Aulter, in Token 
that his Strenght and Power fhould firft come from God 
and holie Churche; and the fbrefaid Swearde he fhall 
deliver to fbme great Erie, furely the fame to be 
redeemyd by the faid Erie of the Abbot for an hundreth 
Shillings ; the which Erie fhall after beare the faid Sweard 
naked before the King. 

After tliis, the Cardinall fliall give unto the King,. 
in his Right Hande, his Sceptre of Gold with the Dove on 
the Toppe, the King having firft put on his Handes roy- 
all Gloves, by the faid Cardinall faying in this wife, Acci- 
pe Sceptrum, with this Orifbn, Orcmus Domine Sandiv 

bono 
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bono Regi, &c. and the (aid Cardinal! fhall deliver to 
the King, in his Left Hande, the Golden Rodde with the 
Crofle in the Toppe, faying in this wife, Accipe Virgam, 
„ &c. blefling the King, kneeling, with this Orifbn, Bene- 
dicat te Deus, &c. 

The King thus by the Cardinall crowned with St. 
Edwards Crowne, and by the Abbot arayed with Regall 
Sandalls and Spurres, fhall be fet agayne on Ms Chaire 
before the High Aulter, where all the Bufshops, on after 
another, fhall come and kifle him ; which (b done, the 
faid Cardinall, all the Bufshopps, and other Lordes, fhall 
bring the King, fufleynid as above, to the Pulpit, letting 
him in his Siege Royall, the faid Cardinall begynnyng Te 
Deuni Latidamus ; which ended, the faid Cardinall fhall 
fay unto the King, Sta, et retine a modo-Locum, &c. 

Th e King to fit in his Siege Roiall, accompanied with 
all the Peercs of the Realme, all the faid Peeres to him 
fhall make Fealtie and Homage under fiich Wordes and 
Fourme as followeth: TheArchbufshopps and Bufshops 
under this Fourme : Ye fhall fweare that ye fhall be feath- 
full and trewe, and Trowth and Faith beare unto the 
King our Soveraign Lorde, and to his Heires, Kings of 
Englande ; and trewly ye fhall do, and truly knowledg, 
the Service dewe of the Landes, the which ye claym to 
hold of him as in the Right of your Church, as God 
fhall helpe yow, and all holie Sayn&cs. 

And all the Temporall Lordes under this Fourme : J 
become your Liegeman of Lief and Lymme, and c 
cartheiie Worfhipp ; and Faith and Trowth fhall beat 

un 
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unto you, to Iyve and dye with yow againft all Maner 
Folke ; (b God me helpe, &c. 

That done, thci all holding up their Handes, in To- 
kenyng of their Fidelitie, (hall offre themfelfs to fufteine, 
defend and fupport the King and his Crown : And, for 
eafing the King, and his Laboures, if nede be, the faid • 
Bufshops of Exceter and Elye may (et their Handes to 
the Crown in helping him to beare the fame ; and, in 
likewife, two of the greateft Lordes of his Blood bearing 
his Sceptre and the Rodd. 

Th en the Queene, as above, (hall go to the High AuL 
ter, the Greeces afore honorable, arayed with Carpettes 
and Quisfihions by the Ufhers of his Chambre, where- 
upon the Queene (hall lye proftrate, as the King did 
before, the Cardinall faying over her this Orifbn, Deus 
qui (bhis habes, &c; That ended, (he (hall arife and 
kneele, and by her the great Ladie that (hall be alwayes 
attending upon her ; the Circle of Gold taken from her 
Head, and her Bread: by the Cardinall openid, the (aid 
Cardinall (hall anoynt her two Tymes, Firft, on the 
Fore Part of the Head with holie Oyle, making a Crofle, 
faying thes Wordes, In Nomine Patxis et Filii, et Spiritus 
San&i, Amen. Proficiat tibi hoc Un&io. Secundly* 
with the fame Oyle in her Bread ; and the Cardinall 
(hall fay this Orifon, Omnipotent (empiterne Deus, &c. 
Which ended, the (aid great Ladie (hall clofe her Bread* 
The Cardinall after that (hall blefle a riche Ring, faying 
this Orifbn, Creator, &c. cafling holie Water upon it, 
^nd put the fame Ring on the fourth Finger of the 
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Queenes Right Hande, frying in this wife, Accipe An* 
nulum, &c. That ended, fhall fay, Doniinus vobifcam, 
with this Colltfft, Dens cujus 9 &c. After that, the Car- 
dinall (hall blefle the Queens Crowne, laying, Oremus, 
Deus tdorum. Then he (hall fet the fame Crowne on 
the Queenes Head, having then a Coyfe put theron by 
the great Ladie for Confervacion of the holie Un&ion, 
which is afterward to be deliveryd to the (aid Cardinall, 
faying this Orifbn, Officio ure, &c. He fhall alfo deliver 
unto the Queene a Sceptre in her Right Hande, and a 
Rodde of Gold in her Left Hand, faying this Orifbn, 
Oremus, Domine, &c. 

Th e Queene, thus crowned, fhall be led by the above 
faied Bufshopps of Exceter and Ely unto her Siege of 
Eftate nere the Kings Siege, making her Obeifaunce 
afore the Kings Mageftie in her comyng therunto, the 
noble Ladies following her, and efpecially the great 
Ladie, as is above, being unto her for her Informacion 
and Comfort ; and in the fame Siege the Queene (hall 
fit till the Offitory be fonge. 

Al l the Premifles dewly done, the Office of the Maffe 
that beginneth, Prote&or mifericors fhall be begone of 
die Rulers of the Quere, with the Ifyrie, and Ghrimm 
excel/is, in whatfoever Tyme the Coronacion be, this 
Orifbn, Omnipotens fempiterne Deus, &c. and the Epi£ 
tie ChariiCmi ; the Gayle Dirigatur, alios Deus in cujufi 
Virtute; the Gofpell, Abenutes, and fo forth. The 
Gofpell being red, the Bufihopp of greateft Eftatr, while 
the Quere fingeih the Crcdc, fhall bare the Boke of the 
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Gofpdl to the King and to the Queene to kyfle, and 
afterward to deliver it to the Golpeller to bcare the feme 
to tjie Cardinal! fingbg Made. The faid Crede being 
ended, the Rulers of the Quere fliali begine die Offitory, 
Intende Vod ; and whiles that is in finging, the King, 
crowned, (hall be ledd as above, from lus Siege Royall 
to the Pulpyt to the High Aulter, his foure Sweardcs, 
all naked, his Sceptre and his Rod of Gold, borne before 
him, as it is afbrefaid ; the Queene following, in fuch 
Eftate as above, to the Cardinal^ having liis Face to- 
wards the Quere, as is at the Obfcrvaunce and Offering 
accuftomed. The King fhall offer an Obley of Brede 
laying upon the Patene of St. Edward's Chalice ; with 
the which Obley, after Confecrate, the King (hall be 
howfeUid ; and as well the faid Patene, with the Obley, 
as the Cruet with Wyne, ihall be deliverid to him by the 
Gofpeller at Tyme of his Offering. The King alio Ihall 
ofiree a Marke in Gold and xvj £. in Coine to him, to 
be deliverid by the laid Chambeflayne ; and the King, 
kneeling and bowing his Head, the Cardinall (hall blefle 
ium, laying over him thes Orifons, Omnipotens fempi- 
terne Deus, &c. Benedic, Domine, &c. After the 
King, the Queene Ihall offirec her Offerings as is ac- 
cuftomed. 

This done, the King and the Queene, in Forme as 
thei came, ihall be brought to the Sieges Royall and of 
Eftate, there to fit till Agnus Dei be begon ; the Secrete 
-of the Mafle Munura Domine ; the Preface Qui es Fons, 
6cc. the Maffc this wife to be faid unto the Tyme the 
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Cardinall have fonge thes Wordes, Per omnia fecula (ecu- 
lorum ; next Agnus Dei ; which fongcn, the Cardinally 
pontifically arayed, (hall towrnc him to the King and the 
People, blefling them with this Orifbn, Omnipotens 
Deus Charifmatus : That ended, and the Quere anfwer- 
ing Amen, Agnus Dei flball be fonge ; and while the 
faid Quere is To finging, the chief Bu(shop that afore 
beare the Gofpell Boke to the King and the Queene, 
(hall beare the Paxe unto them fitting in their Sieges 
Royall of Eftate; and when the King and the Queene 
have kifled at the thei (hall defcende, and 

be fufleyned and accompanied as above, thei (hall go 
unto the High Aulter; and, after the Cardinall hath 
comunicate himfelf, he having betwixt his Handes the 
fame Chalice, wherupon the holie Sacrament (hall be 
leyd, (hall tourne himfelf to the King and the Queene, 
and, thei lying proftrate before him, (hall fay their Con- 
fiteor ; all the Prelates anfwearing Mifereatur, and the 
. Cardinall faying abfblutio. That done, the King and 
the Queene (hall fbmwhat arife, kneeling, and with a 
great Devocion, receive the Sacrament by the Handes of. 
the (aid Cardinall, two. of the greateft Bufshops then 
prefent, holding before the King and the Queene ja long 
Towell of Silke. This fb done, the King and the Queene 
(hall ftand up, and take Wyne of the forfeid Chalice by 
the Handes of the Abbot of Weftminfter. AH dies things 
reverently accomplifhed, the King and the Queene, in 
Mancr and Fourme as thei came (hall retourne to their 
Sieges Royall and of Eftate in the (aid Pulpit. When 

thei

thei be fet, the Rulers of the Quere (hall begynne the 
Paftcomen. Intelligite, the Cardinal! finging this Collect, 
ftefta quaefmus j and Co ended the Mas. 

The Mafle thus ended, the King, accompanyed with 
Prelats and Nobles, the Queene following him in Ordre 
as above, defcende from their Sieges Royall and of Eftate, 
and go to the High Aulter, where the Cardinally being in 
a Pontificate Araye, as he fange Made, with all the Mini- 
ftres, the Shryne of St. Edwarde the King, with all other 
the (aid Prelates and Lordes following ; and there the 
Cardinall fhall take the Crowne of the King and the 
^Queenes Head, and fet them on the Awlten 

And it is to wit, that a certein Place, riere the (aid 
Shryne, muft be preparate with Traners and Curtens, by 
the Ufhers of the Kings Chambre, wherto the King im- 
mediately (hall go, and there breake his Faft, if himfelf 
lift ; and there aftb the faid Chamberlayn (hall take for 
the King aH the Royalls aforefaid, and, Peace by Peace, 
deliver them to the Abbot of Weftminfter; the fame by 
him to be layed upon the faid Awlter : And the King, 
thus unarayed by his fayd Chamberlayn of his Regalls to 
his Cote and Shirte, fhall be, by the (aid Chamberlain, 
newe arayed with Hofen, Sandalls, and other Robes of 
• Eftate ; that is to (aye, a Syrcote of purple Velvet, clofe 
or openid, furred with Myniver Purs browderid with 
Ermyns, and Rybands with Gblde at the Collour, Handes 
Speyres ; a Hoode of Eftate furred with Ermyns, pow- 
dred and purfellid with the fame ; a great Mantell of 
purple Velvety furred with Ermyns, powdred, with a 

great 
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great Lace of Silk, and two Tarfells purple : And the 
King, at his Pleafure, may weare one of his Robes under 
his Mantell, as a Tabard, a Kyrtle, or any of theoru 
for the Queene alfo (hall be ordeynid an other Clofet 
nere to the Awlter, where (hall be chaunged, by her 
Gendewomen of her Chamhre, into newe Garments : 
viz. a Circle Royall of purple Velvet, a Manteli, wkha 
Tiayne of the fame. 

The King, by his Chamberlayn, and the Queene, by 
her Gentlewoman, thus of newe in their Robes arayed, 
(hall go from their Clofetts to the (aid Awlter afore the 
Shryne of St. Edward, wKfcre the (aid Cardinail, in Pon- 
tiftcabilus, as at Made, (hall put upon their Heades two 
other Crownes meete for the (ame ; and the King and 
the Queene, having in their Handes their Sceptres, (hatt 
go from the (aid Shryne by the Great Awlter into the 
(aid Pulpit; where, at their Pleafure, thei may fit in 
their Sieges Roial and of Eftate, and talke with their 
Lordes 1 emporall, unto fuch Tyme as the laid Cardinail 
and Prelates may put them in other Robes. 

And as for the Order of the Kings retourning from 
Weftminfter Church to his Pallaice, Firft, the King, in 
his Robes of Eftate, (ufteinid by Bufshops, as above, in 
their Robes, and the Chamberlayn bearing his Trayne, 
(hall go, in great Triumphe, under the Cele borne by 
the v Portee, as above, from the Pulpit by the (ame Way 
as he came, his Rodd, and four Sweardes, borne by the 
(ame Eftates as afore ; whereof two of them, that is to 
fay, Curtana and the Swearde that he was girde with, 

both 
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both flatt, without Sharpe Poyntes, fhall'be borne naked; 
the other two in Scabards, in Tokening that a King ought 
more to remembre Man than Straitnefle of Judgement. 
The Cardinal], all Lordes Spirituall in their Robes, the 
great Officers, and all other Lordes Temporal!, alfb, in 
their Robes, and fet in dewe Order as abovefaid, with 
the Knightes of the Bathe, and other Noblemen, with 
Harawlds, Officers of Armes, Trumpetts and Mynftrells, 
(hall attende upon him throughout Weftminfter Hall. 
When he hath, at his Pleafure, fbmwhatrefted him in the 
fame Eftate with thes Nobles, he may retourne unto the 
(aid Hall, there royally to be fervid, as is according to the 
Feaft of his Coronation* &c

THE King our Soveraigne Lorde, the iijd Yerc of 
his moft noble Reign, being at Warr the Moneth 
of September laft part, determined thfe Coronacion of 
Elizabeth, his moft dere \faef, eldeft Daughter and 
Heire of the famous Prince, of excellent Memorie, King 
Edward the Foijrthe, to be fblempnifed at Weftminfter 
the Day of St, Kateryn next then enfiung ; and therupon 
directed his moft honorable Lettres unto, the Nobles of 
this his Realme, to geve theyr dewe Attendaunce upon 
the fame ; and alio directed other Lettres unto divers 
Nobles, to prepare and aredy themfclfs to be with his 
Grace at London at a certein Day to them appoyntcd, 
there to be made Knightes of the Bathe, and fo to receve 
the honorable Ordre of Knighthood in worflupping the 
laid Coronacion, whofe Names be exprefled in Ordre 
hereafter following* 

And 
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• And a fixe Dayes before the Coronacion there Was a 
Commiflion made out of the Chauncery to the high and 
mightie Prince the Duke of Bedfbrde, Great Stewarde of 
England for that Feaft, and to divers other Eftates, like 
as is (hewyd by \thfc Copie of the fame following : 

Henri cus, & cet. Chariflimo avunculo (110 Jaipari 
Duci Bedfordias,, et chariffimis conlanguineis fiiis Joanni 
Comiti Oxoniae magno Camerario hoftro Angliae, Thomae 
Comiti Darbiae, et Willelmo Comiti Nottingham, Nec- 
non dileftis et Fidelibus (uis Joanni Ratclif de Fitzwatre 
Militi, Joanni Sulyard, Militi uni Jufticiario noftro Rejgi, 
ad placita coram nobis tenenda, et Joanni Hawes, uni 
Jufticiario noftrorum de communi Banco falutem.

that all Maner of Men, what Eftate or Degree thtii were 
of, that held any Land by Service Royall; that is to fay* 
to do any fervice at the Coronation of the Queene ; 
fhould come in and fhewe their Clayme ; and thei fhould 
therupon be anfwearid, and have that that Right and 
Lawe required. 

Wherupon the Erie of Oxehforde put in his Bill of 
Clayme to be Chambcrlayne, as enfueth.

To the right highe and mighrie Prince, Jafper, Duke of 
Bedford and Steward of England, 
Sheweth unto your Lordfhip Giles Alington, by 
Richard Garden, his Gardeine, that where heholdeth the 
Manor of Wymondlye, with the Appertenaunces, in the 
Countie of Hertford, of our Sovereign Lorde the King, 
by Graund Sergeauntie; that is to fey, to ferve the

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Gardein, or his Deputie, to do the Service above&id 
at this Coronacion, in likewife as it was allowed to the 
(aid Suppliant at the Coronacion of our Sovcraign Lord 
the King. 

The Kings Highnefi, for the Determinacion and good 
Accomplishment of the (aid Coronacion by him, as 
above, determined, the Saturday next before the Feaft 
of All Saints, begane his Journey; and bothe he and 
the Queene removed from Warwick towards London, 
and, in his Way, at St, Albans kept the Feaft of All 
Saintes; and on All Sowle Day, the Morow, when he had 
heard Divine Service, and dyned, his Grace removed from 
thence to Barnard, and there lay all Night ; and on the 
Morow, as he was comyng towards London, in Harnefle 
Parke, the Maior, Shrifes, and Aldermen, and divers 
Comons of London therto chofen out of every Craft, 
mett his Grace all on Horfeback, full well and honorably 
bcfene in on Livery, to attend upon liis Highnes; 
-where Sir William Home, Maior . of London, was 
dubbed Knight ; and, betwene Iflyngton and London, Sir 
John Perfevall was made Knight. Againft his coming into 
his Citie of London, all the Streets that his Grace (hould 
rid through with his royal Company, were denied ; and, 
upon both lids of the Streets, the Sitizens of every Craft 
that rod not, were fet in Rowe, every Craftc in dewe 
Order in their Livereys well befene, from Bufshops 
Gate unto Powles : And fb, at Afternone, the King, as a 
comelie and royall Prynce, apparelled accordingly, en- 
terid into his Citie well and honourably accompanyed, 
as was fitting to his Eftate, with many great Lordes 

clenly 
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clenly horfed and rychely befene ; and fb came riding 
through the Citie to the Weft Doore of Powles, where 
his Grace alighted. And to receive him into the Churche, 
with the Quere of Powks, there was prefent in their 
Habits and Copes, the Bufshop of Canturbury, and 
many other Bufshopps and Prelates, and gave their 
Attendaunce upon his Highnefi ; and at his Entra into 
the Churche, his Grace was fcnfed with the great Cen^ 
fors of Powles by an Angell coming out of the Rofe ; 
during which Tyme the Quere fange a folempnie An- 
titheme, and after, Te Deum laudamus, for Joye of 
his late Vi&orie and profperous coming into his faid 
Citie. All the Howies, Wyndowcs, and Streetes wheras 
he paflcd by, were hugely replenished with people in 
parting great Numbre, that made great Joye and Ex- 
ultacion to beholde his moft royall Perfon Jo profpcr- 
oufly and princely coming into his Citie after his late 
Triumphe and Vi&orie againft his Enimies. And (b to 
beholde the fayre and goodlie Sight of his comyng, 
the Queues Grace, and my Ladie the Kings Mother, 
and many other great Eftates, both Lordes and La- 
dyes, richely befene, were fecretely in a Howfe befide 
St. Mary Spittle, without Bufshops Gate; and when 
the Sight was palled, thei went from thence to Grene- 
wich to their Beddes. And after the Kings Highnes 
was thus received in Powles, and had offerid at Places 
accuftomed there, lie went into the Bufshops Palace of 
London, and there refted all Night ; and on the Mo- 
row, which was Sondaye, he went in Proceffion in 
Powles, and heard the Sermon there.

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And the Friday next before St. Katerynes Day, the 
Queenes good Grace, royally apparelled, and accom- 
panyed with my Ladie the Kings Mother, and many 
other great Eftates, bothe Lordes and Ladies, richely 
befene, came fonvarde to the Coronacion ; and, at their 
coming furth from Grenewick by Water, there was at- 
tending upon her there, the Maior, Shrifes and Alder- 
men of the Citie, and divers and many wurfliipfull Co- 
moners, chofen out of every Craft, in their Livereyes, 
in Barges frefhely furnifhed with Banners and Stremers 
of Silke richely beaton with the Armes and Bagges of 
their Craftes ; and, in efpeciall, a Barge called the Ba- 
cheler's Barge, garnifhed and apparelled paffing all other; 
wherin was ordeynid a great reddc Dragon (powting 
Flames of Fyer into the Thamefs, and many other Genr 
tlemanlie Pagiaunts, well and curioufly devifed to do 
her Highnefe Sporte and Pleafbure with. And her Grace, 
thus royally apparelled and accompanied, and alio fur- 
nifhed in every Behalf with Trumpettes, Claryons, and 
other MynftreHeys as apperteynid and was fitting to her 
Eftate roiall, came from Grenewich aforefaid and landed 
at Towre Wharfe, and €0 enterid into the Towre ; where 
the Kings Highnes welcomed her in fiich Maner and 
Fourme as was to all the Eftates an others there being 
prefent, a very good fight and right joyous and comfort- 
able to beholde ; and there the Gentlemen called by the 
Kings moll honorable Lettres to receive the Ordre of 
Knighthoode, were created Knights of the Bathe, in Ma- 
ner and Fourme as the Piftmve therof made fhewedi ; 
whofe Names, with the Names of the Eiquiers, Gouvern- 

ers, 
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era, by the Kings Appoyntment, to attende upon them 
the Tyme of their laid Creadon, be hereafter written in 
Ordre.

Ctronacion, her Grace being at xhe Towxe .of London, 
aftef JOyner was royally apparelled, haying about her a 
JKyrtle of white Clothe of Golde of Damafke, and a Man- 
tell of the feme Sute furred with Ermyns, fallenid be- 
fore her Breaft with a great Lace curioufly wrought of 
Golde and Silke, and riche Knoppes of Golde, at the 
Ende taflelled, and her fayre yelow Heare hanging down 
playne behinde her Back, with a Call of Pipes over yt* 
She had a Sirklet of Golde richely garnifhed with preti- 
ous Stones upon her Head ; and fo apparelled, departed 
from her Chamber of Eftate unto her Lytter ; my Ladie 
Cecyll, her Sifter, bearing her Trayne, and many great 
Eftates, both Lordes and Ladies, with odier Nobles, in 
great Numbre, geving alio their Attendaunce upon her 
Highnes : and when (lie was drefled in the laid Lytter, 
the Tymber Worke therof coverid with white Clothe of 
Golde of Damafke, and large Pillowes of Downe coverid 
with like Clothe of Golde layed about her moft royall 
Perfbn to lit on ; the fame her Grace fb procedid 
from the Towre through the Citie of London to Weft- 
mtnfter ; all the Streets where (lie fliould pafle by, den- 
ied, drefled, and befene with Clodies of Tapeftrie and 
Arras ; and fbme Streets, as Cheepe, hanged with ryche 
Clothe of Golde, Velvet and Silke ; and along the 
Streets, from the Towre to Powles, ftode in Order all. 
the Crafts of London in their Liveries ; and alio there 
was a marvellous Sight of People, £bme in Howfes, 
Streets and Wyndowes, to beholde the Sight of the

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Queenes pafling through inherroyall Apparell, accom- 
panied and ordered as hereafter is (hewed ; and in di- 
vers Places of the Citie, well ordeynid well finging Chil- 
dren, fome arayed like Angelles, and other like Virgins, 
to fing fweete Songes as her Grace pafled by. And there 
rode next before the Ly tter, the right high and mightie 
Prince Duke of Bedforde, Great Stewarde of Englande 
for the Tyme being for this Feaft ; and the Erie of Ox- 
enforde, Great Chamberlayn ; and before, die Erie of 
Darbie ; Lorde Standley, Conftable of Englande ; and the 
Erie of Nottingham, Marfhall of Englande ; and next 
before them, Garter, and the Maior of London : and 
twoo Efquiers of Honor, that is to fay, Nicholas GaynC- 
forde and Verney, well horfed, and in Gownes of crym- 
fen Velvet, having Mantells of Ermyns, rode next before 
them, with two Latkyns bawderickwife ; and on their 
Heades Hatts of red Clothe of Golde, Ermyns, the Beeks 
forward ; and before them the Duke of Suff. and 
other great Eftates ; and before them Kings of Armes, 
Harolds, and Purfiiyvaunts ; and then the newe 
made Knightes of the Bathe riding in a Sute, and in 
their blewe Bachelers Gownes, in Order after their 
Baynnes : and next before them rode all other Baronetts, 
Knights and Efquiers, well horfed, richely befene ; and 
fbme of them on marvailous doing Horfes : and on every 
Side to make Way for the Prefle of the People, Officers 
of die Marfhall in great Numbre, all in redd Gownes 
of Liverie, with tipped Staves in their Handes, went on 
Foote, And over the Queenes Grace in the Lytter was 

borne 
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borne a Canapie of Clothe of Golde, with Velaunce of 
the. lame richely fringed, upon foure gilt Staves, alway 
fufteined by foure Knights of the Bodie, wherunto 
wereaffigned xij fuch Knights, every one to eafe other 
by the Way, in Fourme and Place as enfeweth.

And next following the Lytter, the Herichemen. Be- 
fore them was led, by Sir Roger Cotton, Knight, Mafter 
of the Queenes Horfes, the Horfe of Eftate, fadeled with 
a Womans Sadie of red Clothe of Golde Tifliie ; which, 
after the Opinion of divers Harawlds, flioulde have fol- 
lowed next after the Lytter ; and then vj Henchmen 
riding in Sadies of the Sute of the Sadie of Eftate, upon 
fayre white Palfreys, harneyfshid with Clothe of Golde, 
garnifshed with Rofes and Sones richely embrodered* 
And next them followed ij Charietts coverid with riche 
Clothe of Golde, wellandclenly horfed andharnei&hid. In 
the firft Chariet fat my Ladie of Bedforde and my Ladie 

CecyU; 
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Cecyll ; in the feconde Chairet (at the Duchefle of Suff, the 
Duchefle of Norfolke, and the Cquntefle of Oxforde. 
And then followed vj Baronefles ; the Ladie Straunge ; 
the Ladie Graye, and the Ladie Lewarc ; Ladie Fer- 
rys, Chartele ; Ladie Dudley, and the Ladie Powes ; 
Upon faire Palfreys, in Gownes of crymfen Velvet all in 
* Sute, the Horfe Harnes and the Saddles of the fame 
Sute that the Henchmens Horfes were of. And after 
them came twoo other Chairetts richely coverid and well 
horfed with the Remnant of the Queencs Ladies and 
Gentlewomen ; and after thole Chairetts, the Gentle- 
women of my Ladie Bedfords in a Sute ; and next them 
the Gentlewomen of my Ladie Cecyll, in an other Sute. 
And fo following eche other, the Gentlewomen of every 
Eftate that wayted upon the Queene, came riding upon 
goodlie Palfreys, well and richely befene with great 
Bedes and Chaynes of Golde about their Necks in mar- 
Vaflous great Numbre. And the Queene, thus royally 
coming to Weftminfter, had her Voide. 

And on the Morow, the Day of the Coronacion, (lie 
was apparelled in a Kirtle and a Mantell of purple Vel- 
vet, furred with Ermyns, with a Lace afore the Mantell, 
in her Heare, and a Cirdet of Golde richely garniflied 
with Perle and pretious Stones : And Co apparelled, my 
Ijadie Cecyll bearing her Trayne, fhe came fiiitli of 
Weftminfter Hall, and there ftode under a Clothe of 
Eftate unto the Tyme the Procetfion was ended ; from 
the which Place to the Pulpit in Weftminfter Church, (lie 

went 
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went upon newe Bay Clothe ; and all the Day* from 
thenceforth, the Baronefles of the five Ports bare the 
Canopie, according to their Privilegs ; and the Order of 
the Proceffion was as enfeweth. 

First, Elquiers procedid and Knights followed them ; 
and after them the new made Knightes, well befene in 
divers Silks ; every Man as him beft liked after his De- 
gre : And then the Barons, and other Eftates, in Ordre 
as thei were : The Harawlds and Sergeaunts of Armes, 
on every Side the Proceffion, to make Rowm : Then 
Bufshops in Pontificalibus to the Numbre of xv ; wherof 
the Bufshop of bare St. Edwards Chalice ; the 

Bufshop of Norwich bare the Patene: Before which 
Prelates went the Kings Chappell following them ; and 
next the Quere of all the Bufshops, went the Archbufs- 
hop of Yorke, except the Bufshop of Winchefter and the 
Bufshop of Elye, which went on either Hande the 
Queene, under the Canapie, to fiifleine her Grace : And 
after the Archbufshop of York, was Garter, and the 
Maior of London, next before the Conftable and Mar- 
fhall before reherfed : And next unto them, the Erie of 
Arundell, bearing the Virge of Iverie with a Dove in 
the Toppe ; and after him the Duke of SufF, bearing 
the Sceptre : Then the Erie of Oxenford, Great Chant, 
berlayn, in his Parliment Robes, having in his Hande 
the Staf of his Office : Then the Duke of Bedforde, 
bareheaded, in his Robes of Eftate, bearing a riche 
Crown of Golde. Then followed the Queene, appareL- 

led 
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led as is aforefaid ; and next her, my Ladie Cecyll, which 
bare her Trayne ; and next her, the Duchefle of Bed- 
forde, and other Duchefles and Countefles, apparelled 
in Mantells and Surcots of Scarlet furred and powdred ; 
the Duchefles having on their Heades Coronalls of Golde 
richely garnifshed with Golde and pretious Stones ; and 
the Countefles on their Heades had Circletts of Golde in 
likewile garnifshed, as doth appere in the Booke of Pic- 
ture therof made. But, more Pitie, there was fo moche 
People inordinately prefling to cut the Bayclothe 
that the Qiieene went upon, that certin Perfones, in the 
Prefle, wert ilayne ; and the Order of the Ladies follow- 
ing the Quecne, were broken and diftroubled. 

And the Queenes Gracfe thus comyng forth, when fhe 
came to the Entrie of the Weft Dore of the Churche of 
Weftminfter, there was laid by the 

tliis Onion, Omnipotens Scmpiterne Deus : And 
that done, (he proccded through the Qiiere into the 
Pulpit, wherin was a Siege Royall drefled with Clothe 
of Golde and Quilshions accordingly : And the Arche- 
bufshop there being prcfent, and revefted as apperteign- 
eth to the Celebracion of the Mafle, received the Oucene 
coming from her Royall Siege, with the Lordes bearing 
her Crown, Sceptre and Rodde, and the BuiHiops iul 1 
teyning her, as is ahovefaid ; and the Stcres before the 
High Awlter were honorably drefled, and arayed with 
Carpetts and Qmisliions of Eftate ; wherupon the 
Qiieene lay proftrate afore the Archbuishop wliilcs he 

faid 
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fard over her this Orifbn, Deus qui folus habes : Add that 
done, flae arofc and kneled; and my Ladie toke her 
Circle from her Head ; aod the Archbufshopp openid 
her Breft, and anoynted her two Tymes ; firft, in the 
formeft Part of her Head, and Secondly in her Breft 
afore, faying thes Wordes, In Nomine Patris, et Filii, et 
Spiritus Sanlii, Amen. Proficiat tibi hec Un&io ; with 
this Orifbn, Omnipotens fempiterne Deus. And that 
done, the faid Ladie clofed her Breft ; and forthwith the 
faid Archbufshop blefled her Ring, faying this Orifbn, 
Creator ; and caft Holie Water upon it ; and then put 
the feme Ring upon her Fourthe Finger, faying thes 
Wordes, Accipe Annulum: And then faid Dominus 
vobifcum, with this Colleft, Deus cujus, &c. And 
then, after the faid Archbufshop blefled the Queens 
Crown, faying, Oremus, Deus tuorum. And that done, 
he fdt the Crown upon the Queenes Head, where under 
was a Coyfe put by my faid Ladie for the Conferva;- 
cion of the holie Unftion, which is afterward to be de- 
Ilverid to the faid Archbufshop, faying thes Wordes, 
Officium meuin : And then he deliverid unto the 
Queene a Sceptre in her Right Hande, and a Rodde 
in her Left Hande, faying this Orifbn, Oremus 
Domine. The Queene, thus crowned, was ledde by 
the abovefaid Bufshop up into the Siege of her Eftatc ; 
all the Ladies following her : And whiles the Offetorie 
was in playing at Organs, fhe was led, crowned, from her 
Siege Royall by the two faid Bufshops unto the High 
Aulter; her Sceptre and Rodde of Golde borne before 

her, 
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her, as is afarefeid : And then the faid Archbufshop 
turned his Face to the Quere. • 

And, after this, the Queene, as before, was brought 
up agayn to her Siege Royall of Eftate, where (he fat 
ftill till Agnus Dei was begone ; and after Per omnia 
fecula ieculorura, the Archbufshop turned him to the 
Quere, blefling with this Orilbn, Omnipotens Deus cha- 
rifinatum, &c. wherunto the Queene anfwearid, Amen. 
And in the Tyme of finging of Agnus Dei, Pax was 
brought to the Queene by the Bufshop of Worcefter, 
which brought the Booke ; and when the Queene had 
kifled yt, Ihe defeended, and came to .the High Awlter, 
and had a Towell holden before her by two Bufshops ; 
and there (he, lowly inclyning herfelf to the Grownde, 
laid her Confiteor, the Prelates faying Milereatur, and 
the Archbufshop the Abfblution : And then the Queene, 
fomwhat arifing herfelf, received the blefled Sacra- 
ment. 

And thes things reverently accomplifhed, the Queene 
retourned to her Siege Royall, and there abode till the 
Mafle was ended : And the Mafle done, her Grace, ac- 
companyed with Prelates and Nobles, defcended from 
her Siege Royall of Eftate, and went to the High Awl- 
ter ; where the faid Archbufshop, arayed in Pontificabi- 
lus, as he faid Mafic, with all the Miniflers of his Awlter 
before him, went before the Awlter of the Sliryne of St. 
Edward die King; and after him followed all other 
Prelates and Lordes : And die Queenes Grace coming 
before the faidc Awlter of the Shryne, the faid Archebuf- 

T fhop 
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(hop toke the Crowne of her Head, and fet it upon the 
Awlter. 

And in the aforefaid Church, on the right Side, be- 
twene the Pulpit and the High Awlter, was ordeynid a 
goodly Stage, coverid and well befene with Clothe of 
Arras, and well latifed, wherin was the Kings Grace, my 
Ladie his Mother, and a goodlie Sight of Ladies and 
Gentlewomen attending upon her; as my Ladie Mar- 
garet Pole, Daughter to the Duke of Clarence, and 
many other. 

And when the Divine Service was thus (blempnely end- 
ed, and all done, the retourne of the Queene unto her 
Palace, with all her goodly and royall Company, was 
after the Maner as enfeweth. 

First, Efquiers, Knights, and than the Barons of the 
Efchequer, and Judges, Officers of Armes, Bufshops 
and Chapleyns in their Copes, or Robes of Parliment, 
all on the right Side : And the Barons in their Robes, 
and the Erles in their Robes of Eftate ; faving the Great 
Chamberlayn, which was in Ms Parliment Robes ; went 
all on the left Side : And after them went, nere the Prefent, 
the Dukes and Garter, and the Maior of London next 
before the Conftable and Marfhall. And when the 
Queene was come into the Hall, (he went into the White 
Hall, and fb to her Chamber, And in the meane Tyme, 
the high and mightie Prince, the Duke of Bedforde, in a 
Gowne of Cloth of Golde, richely furred, on a goodlie 
Courfbur, richely trapped with a Trapper embrowdred 
with redd Rofes, a Border of Golde Smithes Workc in* 

rampafshed 
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xampafshed with red Dragons, a long white Rodd in his 
Hande, a riche Cheyne about his Neck ; and the Erie of 
JDarbie, Lorde Standley; and Conftable of Englande 
alfo in a riche Gowne furred with Sables, and a riche 
Cheyne of Golde, manyfolde about his Neck ; alfo his 
Courfour richely trapped and enarmed ; that is to fay, 
quarterly Golde; the firfl Quarter a Lion of Gowles, having 
a Mans Head in a Becoket of Silver ; and in the feconde, 
a like Lion of Sables ; and his Trapper was riche, curi- 
oufly wrought with the Nyelde ; for the Mans Vifoge in 
the Bicoket fhewed very well favorid ; and he had his 
Staf of Office in his Hande. And the Erie of Notting- 
ham, Vifcount Barkeley, and Marfhall of England, rodde 
alfo on a Courfour richely trapped in a Trapper of 
Clothe of Golde embrowdred, and his gilt Staf of his 
Office in his Hande ; which three great Eflates rodde 
about the Hall ; and efpecially the Erie Marfhall had 
great Payne, and his Servaunts with tipped Staves, to 
avoyde the People, for the Prefle was fo great: And after 
that the Queene was retourned and wafshed, the Arch- 
bufshop of Canturbury faid Grace. Dame Kateryn Grey 
and Mres. Detton went unto the Table, where thei fat on 
either Side the Queens Feete all the Dyner Tyme. The 
Archbufshop of Canturbury fat at the Tables Ende, on 
the Right Hande ; the Duches of Bedforde and my La- 
die Cecil, the Queenes Sifter, fat at die other Ende at the 
Left Hande : And the Countefle of Oxenforde and the 
Countefle of Rivers kneeled on either Side the Queene, 
and at certein Tymes helde a Kerchefe before her Grace.

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And on high, in the Ende of the Halt, before the Wyn* 
dowe, there was made a Stage for the Trampette and 
Mynftrells ; which, when the firft Courfe was fet for- 
warde, began to blowe ; the Sergeaunt of Armes before 
them. The Comptroller and Treasurer, and then the 
iij Eftates afore reherfed, on Horfeback ; and the Lorde 
Fitzwater, Sewer, in his Surcote, with Tabard Sieves, and 
a Hoode about his Neck, and his Towell above all, fewed 
the Mefles as enfeweth, all borne by Knights.

At the Table on the right Side the Hall, in the 
Middes, fat the Bufshops, all on one Side ; and on the 
other Side fat the Lordes Temporall ; and beneth them r 
Judges, Barons of the Efchequer, Knightes, and great 
Numbre of noble People. 

And at the Table on the left Side the Hall, fat the 
DuchefTes, Countefles, Baronefles, Baronetts Wiefs, and 
Bachelers Wiefes, and other noble Gentlewoipen, to the 
Numbre, nere Hande, of lxxx. 

Also there was made a goodHc Stage out of a Wyn- 
dow, on the left Side the Hall, richely befene with Clothes 
of Arras, and well latifed, for the King, and the right

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high and mightie Princefle his Mother, privilie at the 
Pleafurc to fee that noble Feaft and Service. 

And at the Right Ende of the Table, there was ordey* 
nid a Stage for Kings of Armes, Harawlds and Purfuy- 
vaunts; which Kings of Armes ftode crowned and behcldc 
the noble Service, having divers Straungers with them. 

And when the Hall was honorably fervid through, the 
Trumpetts blewe to the feconde Courfe, which was. ac- 
companied as the firft Courfe.

Thanckings, as followeth, faying, Right high, mightie, 
mod noble and excellent Princefle, moft Chriftian 
Queene, and all our moft dreadde Souveraign and Liege 
Ladie, we the Officers of Armes, and Servaunts to all 
Nobles, befeche Almightie God to thanke Yow for the 
great and abundant Largeflc which your Grace hath 
geven us in the Honor of your moft rightuous Corona- 
cion, and to fende your Grace to lyve in Honor and 
Vertue. 

And that done, (he was ciyed, as enfeweth, in five 
Places of the Hall, by the (aid Garter, Largcfle three 
Tymes, De la trefhault, tre(puiflant, trefexcellent Prin- 

cefle* 
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cefle, la trefnoble Royne Danglefierre, ct dc Fraunce, et 
Dame de Irland, Largeflc ; and at every feconde Crye, as 
enfeweth, Largefle, as afore, de k trefhault trefpuiflant, 
&c. That done, the Officers went to the Cubborde, to 
the Erie of Arundell, Great Butler, and dranke. Then 
played the Queenes Mynf trells, and after them the Myn- 
flrells of other Eftates. 

Then the Queene was fervid with Frute and Wafers; 
and then Sir John Turburvill, Knight Marfhall, drewe 
the Surnape ; and then the Torches hanging in the Hall 
lighted ; and when the Queene was up, and had wafshed, 
and Grace faid, came in the Voide. 

And the Maior of London, Sir William Home, fervid 
the Queene of Ipocras after the Spices ; and toke the 
Cupp of Golde for his Fee, Cover and all. And then 
the Queene departed with Gods Bleffing, and to the re- 
joyflng of many a trew Englifhmans Hart. 

And on the Morow the King heard Mafle in St. Ste- 
vens Chappell ; and the Queene, my Ladie the Kings 
Mother alfb, greatly and nobly accompanyed with Du- 
chefles, Countefles, Vifcountefles, Baronnefles, and other 
Ladies and Gentlewomen, to the Numbre of Ixxx largely. 
And the Queene kept her Eftate in the Parliment Cham- 
bre ; and my Ladie the Kings Mother fat on her Right 
Hande ; and my Ladie of Bedforde and my Ladie Cecyll 
fat at the Bourds Ende on the Left Hande ; and at the 
Side Table, in the fame Chambre, fat the Duchefle of 
Stiff, the Duchefle of Norfolke, the Countefle of Oxen- 
forde, die Countefle of Wiltefhire, the Countefle of 

Rivers, 
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Rivers, the Countefle of Nottingham, my Ladie Marga- 
ret Pole, my Ladie Straunge, my Ladie Grey, my Lad?e 
Laware, my Ladie Dudley, my Ladie Monty oye ; and 
many other Ladies whofe Names I have in Order ; as 
Dame Kateryn Grey, Dame Kateryn Vaux, Dame Elifa- 
beth Gilford, Dame Elifabeth Wingfelde, Dame Elifabeth 
Longenil : And at the other Side Table fat the Ladie 
Ferrys of Chartley, my Ladie Bray, and divers other • 
Ladyes and Gentlewomen. And Gaynesfbrde drew the 
Surnape, and make the Qiicenethe hole Eflate ; and my 
Ladie the Kings Mother had Half Eflate and the Terfe 
alio. And after Dynner the Qiieene and the Ladies 
daunced/ And on the Morow (lie removed to Grene- 
wich for the great Bufinefie of the Perliment, or els the 
Feaft had dured lenger.

Sieves ; and his Cappe of Eftate on bis Head, with the 
Hoode about his Shulders, in Doftor Wife ; and that 
Night there was no Lorde in Robes faving the King. 
That Feafl Lord John Moreton, Archbufshop of Cantur-* 
burie, did the Divine Service. And on the Morpw, at 
Mattens Tyme, all other Eftates and Barons had their 
Surcots on with their Hoodes : And in the Proceffion 
Tyme thei were all in their Robes of Eftate ; and the 
King and the Quene were crowned; and my Ladie the 
Kings Mother had on a riche Coronell. The Duke of 
Bedforde bare the Cappe of Eftate next before the King; 
and the Erie of Oxenforde, Great Chamberlayn of 
England, bare the Kings Trayne.

The Duke of Suff followed next unto the King; and 
the Lord Dawbeney accompanyed the Embafladour of 
Fraunce, and theBufshopof Exceter accompanyed the Pro- 
tonotarie of Sandvile, and all odier Erles and Vifcountes 
followed them. And then the Queene, crowned, and

And the Qtieene* and my Ladie the Kings Modier* ao 
companyed with the Erie of Darbie, the Erie of Eflex* 
the Lottie Edmunde of Suff, die Lorde Nevcll* the 
Lorde Mortey, tta'LciJde JL<atyiner, the Lorde Borne*, 
tod gavfe his Laigeife to his Officer* of Armes; And the 
Reverende Father in God the Bu&hop of Exceter did 
the Divine Service, and as towching his Mawndie, and 
other Almes, as of olde Tyntf ftetmftpjaed. And after, kfc 
thfc feme Wefcke, ;thfc;KU*fc \fent ; t* ft&bytDn to fef the 
vijGailyesth** were there at «rf*e$ * And d*efe di? &U*g 
feafted the Fatrooes and the C*|*ei»cpi and dtftpwH 

fented 
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tented his Grace with fweete Wyncs, Sugcrs, Spices, and 
many other goodlie Things. 

Item, his Grace kept the Divine Service in the Day 
of St- Georg, in his own Chappell above in theCaflkv 
becawfe lie had de&rrid the Feaft till the Sonday thaw 
next following. At the firft Evenfbng on St. Georgs 
Evyn, the King, nor none other horde of the Garter 
there being pre&nt, ware no Gown of the Livercy, but 
other Gownes of Silke under their Mantelb* And them 
was, on the Right Side of the King, the Erie of Oxen- 
forde, die Lorde Dawbeney ; and, on the Left Side, the 
Erie of Darbie and the Lorde Dinham. And dons the 
King kept the Quere ; and on Morow was at Mattens* 
and the Queene, and my Ladie the Kings Mother, ware 
in Gownes of the Gaiter of the fiune as the King and 
the Lordes ware ; and at Te Deum cenfld next after the 
King and before the Knightes ; but none killed the Got 
pell, nor the Pax, fave die King and the Queene. The 
Erie of Oxenfbrde bare die Trayne of the Kings Man^ 
teU that Seafon. The King, the Queene, and my Ladie 
the Kings Mother, went a Proccffion about the Cloyftre f 
and the King both dynedand (lipped in his own Corner* 
Ghambre giafed ; and the aforeiaid foure Lordes fat at 
Ms Table. And on the Morow, the King and the Lordetf 
heard their Mafle of Requiem in his own Chappell, and 
offerid ; andfo did die Queene and my Ladie the Kings' 
Mother. On the Sonday next following, the King kept 
a noble and a great Feaft at Wyndcfour, inManerand 
Fourme as enfcweth. 

Y % First, 
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First, on the Even there was aflembled a great Num- 
bre of Eftates of this Realme, and in elpecial of the Kings 
Counfell ; as, the Ardibufshop of Canturburie, the Arch- 
bufshop of Yorke, the Bulshop of Iincolne, the Bulshop 
of Exceter, the Chief Juftice of the Kings Benche ; for at 
that Seafon arrived many Embafladours of divers Coun- 
treis ; as of the King of Romans Sonne ; the Duke alfb 
from the King of Scotts, and from the Duke of Bri- 
taigne ; for which great Matters the King differrid the 
Chaptre unto Afternorie, and commaunded the Lord 
Dinhain and Sir Thomas Aborowgh to enftalJ, in his 
Name, the Erie of Sbrewfburie, and the reverende Father 
ip God the Bulshop of Winchefte?, Prelate of the.Ordre, 
prefent at liis Charger and alfb the Lorde'WodvilL 
And this was at a fblempne Mafle of our Ladie fong by 
them of the Colledg: Wlierfore the faid Erie gave to 
the Singers of the Quere a; great Rewarded And at A£ 
tenlbne, the King, accompanied with his Jketherneiof 
the Xjraiter, in their Mant&Hs, and in! die Go wiles of their 
Liverey of ; the laft Yere, rode from the Quadrant on 
Jiackneys to the Colledg;. and went to their Chaptre, 
and helde . dieir Chaptre. a great TYa&e of Tyme; and 
froip thertce went to Evenfong: TJicQupfcheand iby La- 
die the Kings Modier being in Kke Gowtoesof that live- 
rey, riding in a riche Chaireot coverid with richc Clothe 
9f Oolde ; vj Couriburs in. the fame Chairidt garriefihid 
\*rkh; the (ame Clothe. 0f Gold? ;;. AJfoxsj Lac£es r xtedde 
alt in crymfen Velvet; and, ridi6g Jtipon whitfci JPalfreys $ 
their Sadies of Clothe of Golde, theiHarneysiof Goldc^ 

fmithe 
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fmithe Worke, with white Rofes Demy Trappure wife. 
Item, Sir Roger Cotton, Matter of the Queenes Horfe, 
riding upon a Courier trapped with Goldefinithes Worke, 
leding the Queenes Horfe of Eftate in his Hande, with a 
Saddle of Clothe of Golde, and thernpon iij Crownes of 
Silver gilt, widi Fimhres of the fame Clothe of Golde 
hanging unto the Knees of the Horfe, harnelshid in Golde- 
finithes Worke Demy Trappure wife. And at that 
Evenfon the King and the Knightes of the Garter were 
cenfed, and neither the Queene nor my Ladie the 
Queenes Mother* That Day the King fatted; and 
therfore the Voide was incontinent after he came into 
the Great Chamber : And after the Knights flipped all 
upon on. Side, and fat after their Eftates. On the Mo- 
row, all the Knightes of the Garter refemblid in the li-r 
verey of the New Yere ; that is to faye, of white Clothe 
with Garters ; all on Horfeback with riche Horfe Har* 
neys : And the Kings Courfer trapped with a Trappure of 
St. Georg of white Clothe of Golde : And the L<jrd 
Barnes bare the Kings Swearde; his Courier .trapped 
with a riche Trappure of Sainfte Edwardes Armes. And 
thus in Ordre, and as xxere after their Stajlcs as tliei. 
might, rode down to th£ Chappell, and fo (ireight to the 
Chaptre, and tlien to Mattens. The Quene, and my 
Ladie the Kings Mother, in like Eftate as before, c;ajrne 
to Mattens, and bode the Mafle; but thei had nfeithef 
cdnfing nor Pax,; nor the offerid not :. And alfo tliei 
catfie to. the feconde JBvenlbng, And when .Matj£fls 
was done, the Erks ap4 the Lordes went the next Waye 
) " to 
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to the Deanes Place to Breckfaft; and from thence to 
the Chaptre again ; and after to Proceffion, and (6 to 
High Maile, and than to Dynper : And the King kept 
his Eftate in the Hall in Maner as enfewith. 

The Day of the Feaft the King kept his Eftate in the 
Hall, the Bufshop of Wynchefter on his Right Hande; 
and that Day none other Eftate (at at the Bowrde. 

Item, there were in the Hawll three Tables. At the 
Table on the Right Hande fat all the Knights of the 
Garter that were prefent, all upon on Side and after their 
Eftates. That is to fay* firft, the Duke of SufF, the Erie 
of Arundell, the Erie of Oxenforde, the Erie of Darbie 9 
the Erie of Shrewfburye ; the Lorde Dinham, the Lorde 
Woodvill, the Lorde Dawbeney, and Sir Thomas Abo* 
rowgh: And a title beneth them fat, on bothe Sids the 
Table, the Deane, the Chanons, and the Poore Knightes 
of the Colkdg in their Mantells ; and benethe them, the 
Refidewe of the Queere. 

Item, at the Bourde in the Middle of the Hall, fat the 
Lorde Bothewell, Embafladour of the King of Scotts, 
ami the Lorde Edmunde of Sufi 7 , the Lorde Grey, the 
Lorde Morley, the Lorde Latymer, the Lorde de La ware, 
and the Lord Barnes : And a title beneth them (at the 
Kings ChappelL 

Item, at the Table on the Left Side of the Hall fat the 
Prefident of Kuflemborough, with other Embafladours 
of the King of Romans and his Sonnes, the yonge Duke 
alio. Over againft them &t die Lorde Malpertens, Em- 
bafladour of the Duke of Britaigne ; and the Lopd Houfle 

of 
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of the Kings Bcnche. And all that Side was furnifshed 
with Knightes, Eiquicrs and Officers which had given 
theif Attendaunc? at the High Mafle : And that Day the 
Hawll was menrc&bufty orderid and fervid: Knightes of 
thb Garter fervid the King of Water ; Sir Davyd Owen r 
kervid ; Sir Charles of Somerfet was Cupberer ; Sir Wilr 
liam Vampage, Sewer ; and Edward Beauchampe, Mar- 
fhall of the Hall, drewe the Surnape ; and aHo incohtin 
otent, afore the King had wafshed, the Knights of the 
Garter ferved the King with Voide ; and other Gentle- 
men ferved the Prelate : And then were fervid Knighte* 
of the Garter. And from thence the King and the 
Lordes went to the Kings Chamhre ; and after a Tra&o 
of Tyme toke their Horfe and rode to the CoOedg ; and 
after them, the Queene and my Ladle the Kings Mother, 
with Ladies and Gentlewomen richely befene, as is afore 
reherfcd. And the King and his Bretberne of the Gar* 
ter entred the Chaptre Howie, and with them the Prelate 
oftheOrder; theDeanc, and Mr-Olyver King, then Re* 
gefter, and Garter King of Armcs, and no more ; and the 
Blacke Rodde kept the Dore without forth* And when 
the King, with the other of the Order, had holde there 
Chaptre, thei went unto Evenfbng ; and after Evenfbng 
rode up againe ; and the Queene and my Ladie the 
Kings Mother followed as before ; and dien the King 
flipped In his Great Chambre ; the Prelate at his Bourde, 
and the Remenaunt at a Side Table in the Prefence. 
After Supper was had the iijde Voide, brought in by 
Knightes and other the Kings Servaunts, and deliverid 

to 
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to Knightes of the Garter : And then the King went to 
his Chambre. And all this Feaft was accompliflied by 
Day Light, the Ordinaunces were £o well kept. And on 
the Morowe, being Monday, the King and the Knights 
toke above in the Quadrant their Hackneys, fbnie in 
Gownet' of black Clothe, and fbme in Velvet, and fb rode 
to the Colledg Dore, where thei did on their Mantells, 
and fo procedid to the Chaptre and, after that, fche 
Mafle of Requiem. And before the offering of Money, 
the Duke of Suff and the Erie of Arundell offend the 
Sweard of the Lorde William, late Erie of Arundell ; the 
Erie of Oxenforde and the Erie of Darbie, his Helmc and 
Creft: The Erie of Shrewfbury and the Lorde Dinham, 
the Swearde of the Lorde Dudley; the Lorde Dawbeney 
and the Lorde Woodvill, his Helme and Creft : Which 
Sweardes and Helmes were delivered to the aforefaid 
Lordes by Garter King of Armes : And then the King 
offerid, and after him, every Knight after his Eftate. 
And when Made was done, and De Profiindis faid, the 
Feaft was accomplished.
